OSSINING, Nov. 25.—Alric West- 
ling, in the Sing Sing death house, 
informed prison attachés yesterday 
he will not apply for a commutation 
of the death sentence. ‘I'd rather 
go to the electric chair than spend 
twenty years in the prison yard,”’ he 
informed Warden Lewis E. Lawes, 
‘“‘and my mother agrees with me.”’ 

If he goes through with his plan, 
Westling will be the first person ever 
executed in Sing Sing who did not 
seek a commutation.

The letter of the Attorney General to 
Colonel Hayward directing that the in-

Dear Colonel Hayward: 

An indictment was returned in the 
District Court of the United States of 
America for the Southern District of 
New York in the case of United States 
of America against the United Gas 
Improvement Company and _ others 
March 6, 1922 

Since the indictment was returned 
some complaint was made by the par- 
ties interested in bringing the matter 
to the attention of the Department of 
Justice that the indictment was de- 
fective and that a motion to direct a 
verdict for the defendants on the 
ground of a variance between the 
charges of the indictment and the case 
made by the proof might be sustained. 
Information is at hand indicating that 
former Attorneys General of the 
United States had grave doubts as to 
whether the charges covered by this 
indictment related to ‘interstate ’’ 
commerce. Proof of venue and criml- 
nal acts within the statute of limita- 
tions necessary to support a convic- 
tion renders a successful prosecution 
extremely doubtful.

Statement of America’s Position. 


Mr. Child spoke as follows: 

“* Tt is not and will not bé the chosen

sume are shared by every delegation 
present.

De Valera Announces Republican 


Civil Government to Rival the 
Free State. 
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DUBLIN, Nov. 25.—In a long story of | 
his life, written by himself after his! 
trial and repeating from memory his 
statement at the close of his trial, Ers- 
kine Childers retraced his whole career 
from boyhood. He said the statement} 
Was necessary ‘‘in view of the mass 
of prejudice gathered about me and the 
false calumnies and innuendoes uttered 
about me in the press and elsewhere in 
the past year to which I have been un- 
able to reply. 

“I make no appeal; let us all be 
clear,’’ he said. ‘‘ Whatever befalls me, 
I shall suffer happily.”’ 

Recounting the chief events of bis life, 
hé declares that under the rules of the | 
Provisional Government by birth, domi- | 
cile and free choice he was an Irish 
citizen. ‘The Unionist, imperialist, 
South African war,’ he declared, 
‘changed the whole current of his life 
and made him a Liberal and a Nation- 
alist. He outlines his conversion to 
home rule, his joining of the Irish Vol- 
unteers and his becoming one of the 
Secretaries of the Irish convention which | 
tried to find a dominion settlement. The 
breakdown of the convention and the at- 
tempt to enforce conscription, he as- 
serted, showed home rule was dead | 
‘and that the revolutiom founded on the | 


insurrection of 1916 was inevitable and 
necessary. 

He waited till the end of the great | 
war, he said, when he had fulfiNed his! 
contract with England, to join the Irish, 
movement. Concluding he stated: 

‘I have fought and worked for the 
sacred principles of loyalty of the nation 
to its declared independence and its 
repudiation of any voluntary surrender 
and inclusion in the British Empire. This 
is the faith of my comrades, my leaders 
and myself. Some day it will be justl- | 
fied when the nation forgets its weak- 
ness and reverts to its ancient, holy 
tradition, which we preserve in our 
struggle. And may God hasten the day 
of reunion among us. all under the 
honored flag of the Republic."’ 





Night Passes Quietly in Dublin. 

DUBLIN, Nov. 25 (Associated Press). 
Last night passed quietly in Dublin, 
and the feeling of uneasiness caused by 
the execution of Erskine Childers 
terday seemed greatly lessened today. 

Friends of Childers made a statement | 
to the press today saying that Mrs. | 
Childers received an official intimation | 
at 9:45 o’clock yesterday morning of 
her husband’s execution. This. it is 
stated, was the first notification she 
had that the execution was fixed for 
yesterday. 

The statement also declares that Chil-| 
ders was first told Monday morning to! 
prepare for execution, and that he was 
informed later that the sentence would 
be carried out Wednesday morning. 

Tuesday night at 10 o'clock the state- 
ment continues, Childers was told h 
was not to be taken out Wednesday | 
morning, and up to 10 o’clock Thursday 
night he was not informed when the ex- 
ecution would occur. Meanwhile h 
moved almost hourly from barracks to} 
barracks. He asked to the Rev. 
Dr. Browne of Maynooth or Father 
Albert, the statement adds, but the re- 
quest was refused. Finally he asked to} 
see the Protesant clergyman friend who} 
Was with him when he died. 

In the opinion of many students of |

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Debate on 
the Ship Subsidy bill: was continued in 
the House today with only a handful of 

. the members present. The Republican 
floor leader, Mr. Mondell, presented: the 
#rincipal argument for the Administra- 
tion, and Representative Hardy of Texad 
headed the opposition. The Adminis- 
tration leaders still are confident that 
the bilf will pass by a small majority 
when it comes to a vote on Wednesday. 

Mr. Hardy livened things up a bit by 
declaring the charge had been made that 
some firms operating Shipping Boari 
Vessels were showing a loss where 
profit should be obtained, in order to 
help along the cause of subsidy. He 
alleged also that since the subsidy talk 
had been started private .ship com- 
panies, such as the International Mer- 
cantile Marine, had made no offers for 
vessels, although these companies had 
been willing to take over some of the 
ships in 1920 if they were obtainable on 
a@ satisfactory basis. 

A resolution adopted by the National 
Grange opposing ship subsidy in any 
form was presented by Hepresentative 
Tincher of Kansas, The Grange made 
the point that it. would tavor revision of 
the marine laws if that was necessary 
to the existence 6f an American mer- 
chant marine, but would oppose subsidy 
legislation to the end.

The game between the Yale and Harvard elevens at New Haven yes- 
terday afternoon was the forty-first gridiron clash in the long series be- 
tween teams representing the two universities. The first contest was played 
back in 1875, and there have been five breaks in the long series—in 1877, in 
1885, in 1888, in 1895-96 and again in 1917-18, when the games were called 


off owing to the World War, 


Yale holds a long lead in the series, having won twenty-three games, to 


thirteen for Harvard. Five of the contests ended with tle scores. 


Up to 


1910 Harvard had won only five of the thirty games, losing twenty-two 


and tying three, 


Harvard was victorious in the firat game in 1875, but did 


not win again until fifteen years later. |

Record of Army and Navy Football Games 


The game between the Army and Navy football teams at Franklin Field, 
Philadelphia, yesterday, was the twenty-fifth gridiron battle between 
elevens representing the two Government academies at West Point and 
Annapolis. The first game was played in 1890 and the series has been in- 
terrupted three times. THe longest hiatus occurred between the years 18M 
and 1898, inclusive. After the series was resumed in 1899 the teams met 
annually until 1909, when there was another break in the string due to a 
fatal injury to an Army player in the game with Harvard. The last break 
occurred in 1917-18, when the games were called off owing to the World 
War. 

Only one of the contests resulted In a tie, and that was In 1905, when the 
teams battled to a 6-6 deadlock at Princeton. The series has shown first 
one ceam and then the other going to the front. The Navy. won four of the 
first. six games, but then followed four successive victories for the Army. 
Between 1906 and 1912 the Navy won five of the six games played. Fron 
1913 to 1916 the Army again won four consecutive contests, again taking the 
lead. The Navy resumed the lead by winning in 1919, 1820 and 1921. Yes- 
terday’s victory was the twelfth for the Army, and thus tied the series. 

Two of the first four games were played at West Point and the other 
two at Annapolis. In 1899 the scene shifted to Franklin Field, and, with 
the exception of the 1905 contest, which was played at Princeton, all of the 
contests up to and includi g that of 1912 were played in Philadelphia. In 
1913 the two teams met at the Polo Grounds, but returned to Philadelphia 
in the following year. From 1915 to 1921 all the games were played at the 
Polo Grounds.

band. The rubber band was looped 
around the thumb and first finger of the 
Yeft hand, which were held like the fork 
of the beanshooter. Then a pin was 
bent and placed on the tightly stretched 
rubber band. When the rubber band 
was allowed to snap back the pin went 
swiftly on its way. It was noiseless, 
efficient and easily hidden. Now, how- 
ever, improvements have been made on 
this weapon, A heayler calibre missile 
fe used in the form of a small staple 
or clip. 

The result has been, according to Su- 
perintendent Ettinger's order, that sev-~- 
eral pupils have been seriously injured, 
one so badly that a damaged eye had to 
be removed. The dangerous sport is 
condemned by the Superintendent of 
Schools, who says in his order: 

**Complaints have -been received to 
the effect that children In some local- 
ities are shooting small half-inch U- 
shaped staples by means of rubber 


bandas. 

“In one case the staple struck a child 
in the eye and the physician is as yet 
unable to determine whether or not the 
sight will be lost. In another case, 
am informed, that an eye was so badly 
injured that it had to be removed. 

“In case any pupils connected with 
your schoo] are indulging in this 
vicious practice, please take immediate 
steps to preak up the same. If neces- 
gary enlist the co-operation of. the 
police.’’

Then 
it was not considered worth while to 
give it more than twice. 

But the fact is that the opera can be 
kept alive only by fine singing of the 
school to which it belongs, and by sing- 
ing actors who can convey some of the 
refulgence cf Shakespeare's drama thet 
has filtered through. so sparingly _inio 
the librette which Barbier and Carré 
prepared for Gounod, There are, of 
course, worse operatic travesties 
Shakespeare than this one, though trat 
is not giving’it much praise. here Is 
much beautiful music in the score, beau- 
tiful in Gounod’s rather saccharine way, 
a dilution, as it seems, of the stronger 
brew of ‘* Faust.’’ But Gounod’s inspi- 
ration in ‘' Roméo et Jullette,’’ such as 
j it was, was steady and not intermit- 
tent; and those who Isten to the opera 
are drenched in the uninterrupted flow 
of its melody. In a world where melo- 
dies. como so hard as they do today, 
jthat is something; and there seemed to 
be some signs of thankfulness for it. 

The performance yesterday afternoon 
hardly brought back more than memo- 
ries of the great old days, and yet it 
was a very good performance, both 

for the ear and for the eye, in which 

a considerable degree of ‘ »mpetence 
was shown by most of thos who took 
part in it. There was the competence 
of Mies Lucrezia Bori to present a fig- 
ure of Jullet at least as beautiful 
look upon as any that had been heard 
here for a‘long time, with an adorable 
grace and charm—the grace and charm 
of youth, the hesitant simplicity and 
the eager self-surrender of instant ado- 
ration. She gang the music admirably, 
and the florid passages of the waltz 
song with something of their brilllancy, 
tnough not quite the ease and spon- 
taneity of those to the manner born. 
But it was an impersonation that the 
audience gladly took to its heart. 

Hardly so much can be gaid of Mr. 
Gigll s Romeo; yet he sang the music 
admirably, too—and perhaps as well as 
| it can be sung by any one today—with 
great beauty of tone and phrasing, with 
ardor and with artistic restraint, not 
always seeking to meke his high tones 
resound, but realizing the value of the 
mezzo voce and of the head tone. It 
is not given to Mr. Gigli to present a 
convincing figure of romance and im- 
passioned fervor, nor, as yet, to enun- 
ciate a perfect French.

SEES LITTLE DANGER 
OF UPRISING IN INDIA 


Rustcm Rustomjee, Here From 
Bombay, Says Kemal Cause Is 
Weak With Mohammedans. 


No matter what happens between 
England and Mustapha Kemal Pasha at 
the Dardanelles, there is little danger 
of d Mohammedan uprising in India in 
support of the Kemalists, according to 
Rustom Rustomjee, a journalist of Bom- 
bay; India, who is lecturing in this 
country. 

‘“‘Kemal weakened his own case so 
far as the Mohammedans In India were 
éoncerned,’’ said Mr. Rustomjee, “ by 
standing for a separation of the Church 
and State. The majority of Moham- 


| medans will not follow him in any fight 


against the Sultan of Turkey, who is the 
head: of the Church as well as of the 
State. There are about 75,000,000 Mo- 
hammedans in India in a population of 
350,000,000, If hostilities come between 
Kemal and England, there probably will 
be sporadic outbreaks in India, but 
nothing in the nature of a general up- 
rising. 

‘‘T have just returned from a long 
trip through the Indian Empire, and 
have never seen things there more calm 
and peaceful. 
and I must say I was not much im- 
pressed with his ‘ spiritual depths.’ His 
power has absolutely gone since the 
British jailed him. You know, he repre- 
sented himself as an incarnation of 
Rama, one of the Indian gods.

each. other; ‘‘ Can it be true? Are we 
like that?’’ A . 

We do not carry figures in our 
heads. We had forgotten them. We 
had forgotten the terms and condi- 
tions. In fact, as people, we had 
been thinking very little about our war 
loans to Burope. Among a thousand 
of us taken. unawares there would 
have been, perhaps, not ore who could 
have said how much they were or for 
what they were made exactly, except 
to help win the war,.and certainly not 
one who would have had any positive 
notion as to how they ought to be 
settled. But to the imputation that 
our way with them was that of 
traders we could not be indifferent. 
We said: ‘‘ No; we are not like that. 
In our hearts we know it. Let us look 
at the record."’ 

The record is of prodigious extent, 
not at all readable, and few people 
had. ever bean seriously interested in 
it, merély: taking right consummations 
for granted... No one person has yet 
read the whole of it. Perhaps the 
British have never read it at all. Or it 
may be that the truth, like a giraffe 
in Gne s back yard, is so astonishingly 
palpable that one who wishes it were 
not. so may see and disbelleve.: » 

In the first place, when, Great Brit- 
ain says she ts willing to forgive war 
debts of £3,400,000,000—say $17,000,0'0,- 
00v—while the United States is unwill- 
ing. to .forgive only. about a quarter 
of’ that'sum,’ say, £850,000,000—$4,250,- 
000,000—the arithmetig is misleading. 

In that sum of 7,000,000,000 of 
war debts due to Great Britain, which 
she would forgive, is ‘included $7,250,- 
000,000 of German indemnity, which 
now is admitted to be uncollectable. 

The. American .Goyernment -,has ne 
does not participate. Thus the figure 
of Great Britain's generosity is swelled 
with a claim’ against: Germany for 
$7,250,000,000, in contrast with which 
‘the-Amertoan. Government has no such 
claim to be either .enforced or for- 
given, for the specific reason that it 
neyer m@gde’one, and: left the Allies 
free to take for thémselves first what- 
ever they could get from Germany. 


The. Net: Figures 6f Forgiveness. 


If we deduct Great Britain's claim 
upon Germany, the actual amount of 


‘debt she is willing to forgive becomes 


$9,750,000,000. “On the other hand, in 


the event of an all-around cancella- 
tion of war debts, the amount the 
United ‘States’ would have 
would be $10,500,000,000, for, of course, 
we could not forgive Great Britain 
$4,250,006,000 and collect from all our 
other debtors. We should have to 
forgive everybody. Moreover, in the 
event of an all-around cancellation, 
Great Britain would both forgive and 
be forgiven, whereas the United States 
could only forgive. Great Britain 
would forgive ‘$¥,750,000,000 owing. to 
her and at the same time’ be: forgiyen 
$4,250,000,000 owing -by her to the 
t'nited States. The ease would then 
be:

Thus we, the traders, would lose 
$5,000,000,000 more than Great Britain. 

Now. let us go straight to the heart 
of the matter, “There are only two 
questions, namely: 

1. Should Europe's war debt to the 
United States Government ‘be paid as 
a matter of right? 

2. Can it be paid as a matter of fact? 

The first question has two aspects— 
a legal aspect and a moral aspect; and 
since the: legal aspect is not final, let 
us now dispose of ft. 

Read first the face of one of those 
bits of I O U paper which the allied 
Government left at the United States 


| /Freasury to represent the value of the 


borrowed from America 
during and after the war. It is un- 
derstood that we speak of things. 
What we loaned was not money but 
things, such as food, steel, munitions 
and cotton. As the allied Governments 
bought these things from the Ameri- 
ean farmers and manufacturers they 
got, dollars from the United States 
Treasury: to. pay forthem,, and for 
those dollars they gave their I O U's, 
called certificates of indebtedness, 
which were-temporary, identical for 
all borrowers and recited an obligation 
as follows: 

‘This certificate will be conwerted’ by’ the 
Government of the * * * (Untted King- 
dom, of Great Britain) * * * if . re- 
quested by. the Secretary of the Treasury 
of the United States of Amefiea, at par, 
with an adjustment of accrued Interest 
into an equal par amount of 5 per cent. 
gold bonds * * * conforming to the acts 
of Congress. 

It was as if a man in desperate 
haste came to a bank where he was 
known, saying: ‘‘I need some money 
out of the til—quick! 
4eophriy for want of-it. I havent 
time now to do more than write you 
an IO U. Later, whenever you say, 
come and make it regular by

Well,.in that way, on their simple 
iO U's, the United. States Government 
Waned Great Britain, France, Italy 
and the other allied countries billions 
of-dollars, which were the proceeds of 
Liberty bonds; and the allied 
countries spent those billions of dol- 
lars for the food, the steel, the muni- 
ttons, the cotton, and the like, thev 
required ‘in order to continue their 
part in the war, while at the same 
time we were producing and requiring 
enormous quantities of the same things 
in order to do our part. We put 
$22,000,000,000 worth of things into the 
war-on‘our own account, besides what 
we loaned in that way.to the Allies. 

Theh the: war..was' won and: there 
came the Peace Conferefice. 

Almost the first concrete matter with 
which President-. Wilson. was con- 


| fronted at Paris was a proposal from 


Great Britain to cancel] a)l inter-ally 
war debts by an act of fantasy. What 
Mr. Lloyd George proposed was that 
there should issue a great quantity 
of German bonds to be divided among 
the Allies and the United States; with 
those bonds the Allfes would pay off 
their debts to each other and to the 
United States, and the slate should be 
clean. Cancellation of the Inter-ally 
debts at that time with German bonds 
would have come precisely to the same 
thing as now to cancel those same 
debts. with air and gestures, and-was 
open to the Bame notable objection— 
namely, that the United States would 
sacrifice much more than any other 
country—$5, 000,000,000 more than Great 
Britain—to.the happy solution. 

That was the formal beginning of an 
agitation that has continued up to this 
time. It has been a most. consistent 
agitation, with one end =$ steadily in 
view-—an all-around’ cancellation of 
debts. 

But before that, on Dec, 4, 1918, less 
than a month after the armistice, we 
find in the*record a cable. message 
from Oscar T. Crosby, A&Ssistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, to the Sec- 
retary of the Preasury' in’ Washington, 
saying: 

Chancellor (meaning the Chancs!lor of 
the British Exchequer revived suggestion 
made before of, possibility of cancellation 
of all loans made by one associated Gov 
ernment to any other’ for the conduct of 
the war. 

And on the next day came a message 
from Norman H. Davis, Spécial United 
States Commissioner of Finance in Eu-

in propaganda to the press. ° The 
record is full of it. On Mareh 8, 
1919, the American Treasury formally 
notified the French of its surprise, in 
view of their still receiving money 
from the American Treasury, that at 


‘a meeting of the Financial Drafting 


Committee appointed by the Executive 
Council of Ten at the Peace Confer- 
ence, one of the allied: Governments 
having propeens as a financial ques- 
tion affecting peace the reapportion- 
ment and consolidation of war debts, 
the proposal was strongly aepeorvee 
by. the: French representative, M. Klotz. 
The French replied, March 18, 1919, 
that it was the Itallans who had 
raised that question; all the French 
did was to ask that it should not be 
discarded a priori. 

And after that the American Treas- 
ury advanced $750,000,000 more to 
France and nearly $250,000,000 more 
to Italy. ., 

Reflect upon the spectacle of the 
American Treasury continuing to ad- 
vance hundreds of millions of dollars, 
without security, to foreigm Govern- 
ments which at the same time are 
pepering a cancellation of those very 
oans! When did a Skylock lend 
money in that maner? 

More than a year elapsed. Then Mr. 
Albert Rathbone, Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, was sent to Europe 
ask our. debtors to make their 
IO U's into regular loans. This you 
might think would be a purely formal 
consummation, seeing that all the bor- 
rowing Governments alike were 
pledged in writing on the face of the 
paper to do this thing on request. 
The record speaks. 

-On Feb. 2, 1920, there is a memo- 
randum from’ Norman Davis, then 
Assistant Secretary of State, to Presi- 
dent Wilson, saying:. 

‘As you are aware, efforts begin- 
ning with the peace negotiations were 
made to bring about'a cancellation of 
our debts against the allied Govern- 
ments, but the question was not pre- 
sented in such’a definite way as to re- 
quire us to take any formal action. 
Much to the surprise of the Treasury, 
in connection -with negotiations which 
have been under way with the British 
Treasury regarding tre funding of 
short-time ‘obligations of the ailled 
*the question has been 
formally raised by the British Treas- 
ury, both in a communication to Mr. 
Rathbone and also in a message from 
the Chancellor of the Excheqrer sunt 
through the British Embassy, in which, 
among other questiqns, the Chancellor 
in effect invites the American Treas- 
ury to a consideration of a gencral 
cancellation of all intergovernmental 
debts. * * * While the Allies have 
never bluntly so stated, their policy 
seems to be to make Germany in- 
demnify them for having started the 
war and to make us indemnify them 
for not baving entered the war 
sooner.”’ 

To these suggestions from the British 


“Chancellor of the Exchequer the Sec- 


retary of the United States Treasury 
replied as follows: P 
o 


“As to the general cancellation 


| intergovernmental war debts suggested 


by you, any proposal or movement of 
such character would, I am confident, 
serve no useful purpose. On the con- 
trarv, it would, I fear, mislead the 
people of the debtor countriés and 
erouse hopes the. disappointment of 
which could onlv have a harmful ef- 
fect. * © * The United States has 
ehown its desire to assist Furope. 
Since the armistice this Goverrn-nent 
bas extended to foreign Governments 
financial aspistonce to the extent of 
approximatelv $4.000,000.000. Their 
need now is for private credits. * * * 
This nation has neither sought ncr re- 
ceived substantial benefits from the 
war, On the other hand, the Allfes, 
althourh having suffered greatly in 
loss of lives and property, have, under 
the terms of the treaty of peace: and 
otherwise, acquired. very considerable 
accessions of territories, populations, 
ecanomic and other advantager. It 
would, therefore, geem that if « full 
account were taken of these and of the 
whole situation, there would be no de- 
sire nor reason to call upon the Gov- 
ernment of this country for further 


* contributions.”’ 


Negotiations Postponed. 


Vell, after that there was nothing 
for it but to abandon the proposed 
cancellation plan and perform the obli- 
gation expressed on the face of the 
1 OU or to refrain from‘ doing so. P 

In May, 1920, the papers fwere all 
ready to be signed, and Mr. Rathbone 
was on his way from Paris to London 
to take the, British signature, when 
suddenly he .wa@ notifled by the Brit- 
ish Chancellor of the Exchequer that 
he need not come. Negotiations were 
off. It appeared that it had been de- 
cided that the general situation must 
be further explored, and Mr. Lloyd 
yeorge would write to President Wil- 
gon about it. 

Mr. Lloyd George did write to Presi 
dent Wilson about it, but not until the 
inllowing August. He-exptessed regret 
for’ the delay, saying: ‘I come now 
to the other question I to 
to, you abont, and that is the 
knotty problem’ .of tnter-ally indebted- 
ness. Indeed, I had promised Mr. 
Rathbone long ago that I would write 
t,.but*I have had to put 
it off for one reason and another until 
now.”’ 

The British and French Govern- 
ments, he went on to say, had been 
trying to fix the German indemnity at 
a reasonable stm, but the French 
could accept nothing less than all they 
had hoped for under the treaty unless 
Great Britain would forgive them their 
debt to-the British Treasury, and this 
Great Britain could not consider ex- 
cept as part and parcel of an all- 
around settlement of inter-ally in- 
debtedness. He added. ‘I recognize 
that in the midst of a Presidential 
election it is impossible for the United 
States to deal with this question in a 
practical manner; but I should very 
much welcome any advice which you 
might feel yourself able to give me.’’ 

1e this President Wilson replied: 
‘“‘The United States Government fails 
to perceive the logic in a suggestion 
in effect either that the United States 
shall pay part of Germany's repara-* 
tion obligation or that it shall make a 
gratuity to the allied Governments to 
induce them to fix such obligation at 
an amount within Germany's capacity 
to pay.”

A Tardy Proposal. 

All that has happened since has been 
monotonous. The campaign for a gen- 
eral foregiveness' of debts has con- 
tinued without cease and has culmi- 
nated in the suggestion that the Amer- 


ican people are treating the débts in 


the manner. of traders who will have 


their due though it ruins Europe. 

This brings us to the moral and con- 
trolling aspect of the question: Should 
Europe's indebtedness be paid as a 
matter of right? 

Is is bound to be admitted that can- 
cellation may be normally urged upon 
one ground only—that is, upon the 
ground that the war-was a common 
enterprise in defense of ey 
wherefore no veges account sMuld 
have been*Kept at all, and no defender 
should charge another for things con- 
tributed. 

Americans understand that view ro- 
mantically: They ry have accepted 
it, indeed, if it had been presented at 
the time, or at any time before the 
war was won and the money account 
that had been kept of, things contrib- 
uted was as it is. 

The amazing fact is that 
Great Britain nor any other 
Government in Europe is proposing 
even now to take that view of the case 
actually. What is proposed only is 
that.

General Pershing wants that pair’ of 
shoes for his army and buys it be- 
cause that will be a little quicker than 
to get it from_ home, Now, if he gives 
England an I O U for that pair of 
shoes it is just a matter of one pair 
of shoes some. time to be settled for 
and nothing. more. Instead he pays 
at once. with an order on the. United 
States Treasury for so many dollars. 
Britath spends those dollars in the 
United States for another pair of 
shoes and then there are two pairs of 
shoes for the soldiers in France. 
Thus America’s expenditures for war 
things in Euro gave Europe more 
ollars to spend. for war. things-tn the 
reased the

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to victory; and the aggregate of these 
expenditures was engpmous—foyr or 
five billion dollars. 

_ If now America’s debtors, the allied 
countries, were proposing really to 
treat the war as a common cause in 
the faith of mankind wherein no one 
should have been charged. for the 
things consumed, they would be ob- 
liged to say: “‘ Uncharge us for the 
war things we got on credit in the 
United States and we will uncharge 
America for the correspondin things 
it bought and paid for in Europe. 
Nobody says that. Why not? Why, 
for a very obvious reason. If you un- 
charge a nation for things that were 
bought on credit you simply tear up 
its O U's . But if you uncharge a 
nation for things that have een 
actually paid for you have to return 
either the money or the equivalent in 
things. That is precisely what Europe 
has not been prepared to do. 

There igs no thought of uncharging 
all around. There is no thought of un- 
charging America. There is only the 
idea of cancellation all around, which 
would mean to uncharge the allied 
countries for what they borrowed in 
this country, enable them. to forgive 
Germany -and leave the United States 
holding the bag. 

So far one discovers no shape to the 
idea, beautiful and romantic in itself, 
that to a common pusess all things 
wore in common and not chargeable to 
one another. 

Did this idea ever exist? 

During the war we did not encoun- 
ter it. 

Did it exist when we were charged 
rentals and port taxes and rail mileage 
for our cars and locomotives and dam- 
ages for the roads we built—in France? 
lt was all right. We paid and were 
ood friends still. But we were charged 
and we did pay, and we hear no sug- 
sestion that we shouldn’t have been 
charged or shauldn’t have paid or 
ought now to be uncharged. 

Did the idea exist when the British 
charged us $90,000,000 for transporting 
1,000,000 of our troops to France? That 
Was all right, too, e do not owe for 
the service. -_We have paid. 


The Jute and Silver Episode 

Clearly it did. not exist when our 
War Industries Board was struggling 
with the British Ministry of Munitions, 
and could not by persuasion fully open 
its eyes to see how unfair it was that 
we should be charged’ trade prices for 
the war things we bought in the Brit- 
ish Empire while Great Britain, on its 
purchases in the United States, 
full benefit 


re- 
of war-control 
prices, 

The American Government had cre- 
ated prite-fixing agencies, and these 
agencies not only determined the prices 
to be paid by the American Govern- 
ment to its own people for the things 
of war but those same prices applied 
also to the purchases of allied voun- 
tries. These allied countries were 
charged exactly what the American 
Government paid for food, raw mate- 
rials and manufactures. 

In the same way the British Gov- 
ernment fixed prices for itself in its 
own country and throughout its em- 
pire, but those prices did not apply to 
American purchases in the British 
Empire. We were charged more. Our 
War Industries Board sent a mission 
to Great Britain to deal with these 
matters. On page 84 of its report we 
read: 

“The mission had an important 
struggle with the British Government 
on the question of jute. All the jute 
of the world comes from India, and 
the British Government urged that it 
could not control the price, because !t 
was an affair of the Indian Govern- 
ment. The mission pointed out that 
our Government was supplying silver 
to the Indian Government through the 
mediation of the British Treasury, ahd 
that if the British Government could 
not exercise control in India our Gov- 
ernment might find it necessary to 
withdraw from the arrangement of 
supplying silver, and by thus causing 
a depreciation of Indian curreney buy 
the jute at reasonable prices."’ - 

There is a story by itself—a story of 
silver and jute and deviltry. German 
propagandists started a rumor fn India 
that the Indian Government could not 
on demand redeem those millions of 
paper rupees which the people of India 
had_ been taught to believe were as 
good as allver because the silver was 
always there and-they could get it 
when they wanted it. And the rumor 
was true! The Indian Government 
had let its silver hoatd run down. 
The Indian people began to present 
their paper rupees and demand silver, 
and the Indian Government was em- 
barrassed. It could get gold, but gold 
would not go. The people demanded 
silver, and if they did not get it their 
faith in Great Britain would be 
ruined. It was a very serious matter. 
Revolution might be the least of its 
consequences. 

Jute comes from India and nowhere 
else, and jute was an essential war 
material. At that moment the only 
available supply of silyer in the world 
was a pile of two hundred-odd million 
silver dollars in the basement of the 
United States» Treasury, sacredly 
pledged to redeem an equal amount of 
silver certificates passing from hand 
to hand as currency in the country. 
Great Britain appealed to America. 
What was to be done? A conference 
was held. Leaders of Cengress under- 
took to pass, and did pass, a law that 
no one could understand who did not 
have the secret, authorizing the Treas- 
ury to melt those silver dollars and 
tlend them to Great Britain. Thus a 
calamity was averted. 

But while we were melting a portion 
of those $200,000,000 and lending the 
silver to Great Britain, who made it 
into rupees and sent it out to Indla— 
it took some time—while we were do- 
ing that the War Industries Board 
came to an impasse with the. British 
Government over the price of jute. 
We had to buy our jute in the Eng- 
lish market because there was no- 
where else to buy it, and the price we 
were charged for it was very much 
more than the price at which the 
British Government bought its own 
military supply of the same material. 
The War Industries Board insisted 
that the American Government should 
be permitted to buy fie at the Brit- 
ish Government's military price be- 
cause the British and all the allied 
countries were permitted to get any- 
thing they wanted in the United 
States at the American Government's 
military price. 

The British Government was very 
sorry. But that was a matter for the 
Indian Parliament to deal with, and 
the Indian Parliament was deaf and 
independent. At last the War In- 
dustries Board, backed by the whole 
United States Government, in sub- 
stance said: “All right. No more 
silver dollars to be melted up for 
rupees. Then we shall see what hap- 
pens to the price of jute."’ 

At that the British Government dis- 
covered in the, Indian Parllament a 
very acute and hitherto unsuspected 
sense of nearing. and within forty- 
eight hours the American Government 
was able to buy jute at a fair price. 

So it was, to some extent, with wool, 
of which the. British Goverhnsent got 
a tight monopoly at the beginning of 
the war by taking the whole Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand clip at a low 
price on a yearly basis; and with tin, 
which is a natural British monopoly; 
and with practically everything else 
we bought in Great Britain or the 
British Empire. 


The Ten Per Cent. Surcharge. 


It came to an episode with the Brit- 
ish in wool. The excuse for charging 
the United States more than Great 
Britain paid for the wool was that 


America had no original risk in the 
monopoly. That seemed a far point. 
However, we went on from there, and 
the American Army contracted with 
the British for a large quantity at the 
trade price. It was left to the War 
Industries Board to arrange transpor- 
tation and other details. It sent two 
American ships to Australia for the 
wool, and,they were there waiting 
when the foreign mission of the War 
Industries Board in London was sud- 
denly asked to sign a contract to Rey: 
above the purchase price, an addition- 
al 10 per cent. for overhead and. ad- 
ministrative expenses. The War In- 
dustries: Board refused to be charged 
that extra 10 per cent. Whereupon it 
received an ultimatum. Unless it 
signed the contract the American Ves- 
sels waiting in an Australian port, 
within the British Bmpire, would not 
be peranten to ship the wool. ° 
The War Industries Board said: 
‘We have got to have the wool- 
Maybe we will sign that contract to 
et it, But if we do 10 per cent. will 
é added to everything you buy in 
the United States.’’ hat brought - 
about a change in the British attitude, 
After the war the United States sent 
a liquidating commission to square the 
books. Among the unexpected vlaims 
presented by Great Britain. against 
America were what came to he known 
hidden costs, proposed to be 
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charged in addition to the prices al- 
eer paid. On page 58 of the com- 
‘mission's report we read: 3 

‘*An exampie of such _ indirect 
charges was an item covering bonuses 
paid by the British Government to 
manufacturers of silica brick for the 
purpose of stimulating their produc- 
tion, that the brick might be used in 
the building of furnaces for the pro- 
duction of steel for the manufacture 
of shells, some of which were sold to 
America. The commission pointed out 
how impracticable it would be for each 
Government to trace every remote and 
indirect element of cost which had 
entered into the production of ma- 
terials furnished to the other. Atten- 
tion was called to the fact that, under 
the principle which Great Britain was 
seeking to apply here, she might ask 
America to participate in the subsidy 
which she had paid on the bread which 
the workers in her steel mills had 
eaten.’’ 

Other incidents passed unmentioned. 
Before America got into the war allied 
vessels were exempt from port taxes 
{in French harbors. After we got in 
the rule was changed. Our vessels 
were taxed in French ports. 

We paid. We could afford to. We 
were not thinking of it in those terms 
at the time. It seems now very lucky 
that we had a War Industries Board 
that knew how to. play this thorny 
game of trade, for otherwise our ex- 
penditures abroad for war. things 
weule have been perhaps $1,000,000,- 


are view changes. It is the record 
still. 

What were the things—the things the 
allied Governments. bought in the 
United States with dollars borrowed 
from the American Treasury on their 
; Oo dd They fall into several classes, 
o wit: y 


I. Things lke food, cotton and munitions 
directly consumed for military purposes. 

ll. Things, especially food, bought on 

credit in the United tates by the allied 
Governments and resold by them in their 
own countries for civil consumption. 
vill. Things such as steel, cotton and 
other raw materials bought on credit in 
the United States by the allied Govern- 
menta and resold by them in their own 
countries to private manufacturers for the 
purpose of sustaining trade. 

IV. Things of all kinds bought in the 
United States on private credit before the 
American people entered the ‘war and 
afterward paid for with dollars borrowed 
from the United States Treasury. 


V.—Things, both food and industrial 
commodities, bought on credit in the 
United States after the armistice for 
purposes of post-war relief and recon- 
struction. 

That these different classes of things 
require different symbols is obvious. 


Goods for Civil Issue. 


If there had ever been the idea that 
everybody’s war things were in com- 
mon, or if that idea now existed so as 
to include their things as well as ours, 


and if in the fulfillment of that idea 
we were happily uncharging one an- 
other all around, then, of course, 
those things of the class first men 
tioned that were directly consumed in 
military uses would have to be 
charged off. 

In the same way those things of the 
class next mentioned—food and other 
vital suppiies taken from us on credit 
and resold for civil consumption—those 
also would have to be charged off. 
Civil welfare was essential to victory. 

But when we come to Class III.- 
tothe steel, cotton and other goods 
and materials bought on credit in the 
United States by the allied Govern- 
ments and resold to private manufac- 
turers for the purpose, so far as pos- 
sible, of sustaining trade as usual— 
perplexities begin. 

The effort to continu: business as 
usual in England during tne war was 
berolc. British Government and Brit- 
ish business we almost as qne. 
That was quite right. The survival 
of British trade was a matter of vital 
importance. Only that is not the 
point. 

The Government of Great Britain 
took arbitrary control of essential raw 
materials as a military measure, and 
in its wisdom divided them between 
the uses of trade and the uses of war. 
Then when the United States came 
into the war private purchases for 
British trade ceased in the American 
market. The British Government did 
the buying for both military and trade 
necessities with dollars borrowed from 
the United States Treasury; and then 
there were two prices and two uses 
for the same things in Great Britain. 
There was one price for a thing re- 
by the British ernment 
military issue and a higl.er price for 
that same thing when resold for civil 
issue. 

Things. bought 
with borrowed d 
Great Britain for 
and civil issue. 
we do not 
find out. 

We know 
groups of things, 
ucts and cereals, that if the entire 
British Army had been sustained ex- 
clusively from what was bought in the 
United States less than half the total 
would be accounted for, The other 
half, therefore, was resold by the Gov- 
ernment for civil issue. That applies 
only to food. 

As to raw materials, such as cot- 
ton and steel, we cannot guess in what 
proportions they were divided 
tween military purposes and 
issue. The reason we cannot guess is 
that the British Government lumped 
the figures and we accepted them. 
For example, in reporting to ’ 
United States Government how { 1a 
been spending the borrowed dollars, i 
put in one item as follows: ** ix- 
change and cotton purchases, $1,682,- 
419,875.31.”"' 

What did that mean? More than 
$1,500,000,000 for cotton and « xchange!

nst@d_ of purchasing ,American cot- 
ton at New York with American dol- 
lars, the British Government bought 
American cotton at Liverpool with 
imnglish money and then used dollars 
to redeem its own money at a fixed 
price in the international exchange 
market. But for this sagacity on the 
part of British finance the pound ‘ster- 
fing would have declined in prestige 
and the dollar, instead, might have 
become the paramount money of the 
world. After the war, when dollars 
with which to support the pound ster- 
ing were no longer forthcoming, the 
exchange value of English money suf- 
fered a Breat fall. 

Io what extent the pound sterling, 
while sustained in value with bor- 
rowed dollars, was employed to buy 
things in other markets which were 
then resold to British trade we can- 
not tell. We kriew all the time, how- 
ever, that materials bought on credit 
in the United States were replacing 
materials consumed in British trade. 
Our War Industries Board was con- 
tinually vexed at the procedure of tak- 
ing steel away. from private industry 
in the United States while British 
steel makers, our competitors, con- 

. tinued to export steel products from 
Great Britain for profit. 

These things are cited for illustra- 
tion. What they illustrate is how im- 

ossible it is for us now to imagine 
hat the wartime transactions be- 
tween the United States and the 
Allies were governed by the senti- 
mental idea of all things in common. 


Early Loans Refunded. 


In the fourth class we spoke of 
things of all kinds—food, cotton, steel 
and munitions—first bought in the 
United States on private credit before 
the American people entered the war, 


and then afterward settled for with 
dollars borrowed from the American 
Treasury. That is an interesting item. 
It appears in the record as ‘* Maturi- 
ties, $648,246,316.94,’" of which more 
than half was for Great Britain end 
nearly all the rest for France. It is 
thus explained: 

In 1918 certain loans fell due that 
Great Britain had floated in Wall 
Street through J. P. Morgan & Co. be- 
fore we got into the war. These were 
what are known as secured loans. That 
is, valuable British securities were 
ry tage thereunder. It was thought 

etter to pay them off than to renew 
them, because to renew them might 
hurt British credit and also conflict 
with the sale of Liberty bonds. The 
easiest way to pay them off, perhaps 
the only way, was to do it with dol- 
lars borrowed from the United States 

Treasury. That was all right again. 
Yet the fact stands out that the pro- 
ceeds of Liberty bonds to the amount 
of more than a third of a billion dol- 
lars were loaned to pay off debts con- 
tracted by Great Britain with private 
bankers before this country had put 
itself into the war.” And this now is a 
part of that debt owing by Great Brit- 

to the American Government which 

y are urged to forgive. The securi- 
ties pledged under those private loans 
were not received by the American 
Government. 

In the same way Frencel loans 
amounting to more than $250,000,000, 
floated in Wall Street through private 
bankers before this country entered 
he war, matured while we were at 
rar, and were paid off with dollars 
borrowed by the French Government 
from the United States Treasury. 

So our public loans to the Allies were 
retroactive. More than that, they con- 
tinued for nearly two years after the 
end of the war. The armistice was 
signed on Nov. 11, 1918. 

After the armistice, down to July i, 
1919, the United States Treasury ad- 

anced .$576,000,000 more to Great 

Britain. 

After the armistice, down to May Il, 
1920, the Uni States Treasury ad- 
vanced $629,789,000 more to Italy. 

After the armistice. down to Aug. 
26. 1920, the United States Treasury 
advanced $176,834,467 more to Bel- 
gium. ; 

And after the armistice, down to 
Sept, 28, 1920, the United States Treas- 
ury advanced $1,027,427,800 more to 
France. 

The total of these post-armisti f 
vances to Great Britain, France, Ital 
and Belgium amounted to nearly $2,- 
500,000,000. What did they represent? 
Things, to be sure. But things of what 
kind and for what purpose? 

There is no definite accounting in 
this post-armistice period. Hundreds 
of millions of dollars went to settle 
contracts for war things that were 
running when hostilities suddenly 
ceased. Thea remainder—an undeter- 
mined amount—went for food, for re- 
lief in many forms and for materials 
very urgently needed to make the 
swing from war to peace. 

Directly and indirectly, a very, large 
proportion of these advances, repre- 
sented the loan of American things to- 
ward reconstruction. France, for ex- 
ample, the largest after-the-war bor- 
rower, got enormous quantities of 
American foodstuffs, and to the extent 
to which she was supplied with food- 
stuffs and other peace materials on 
American credit her own resources 
were released for works of recon- 
struction. 

All this is a good deal like the item 
received from the British: ‘“‘ Exchange 
and cotton purchases, _ $1,682,419,- 
875.31." We ¢annot wreak the fig- 
ures up. Only the borrowers could 
do that. 

Although the record in this respect 
is dim and confused, owing to the in- 
volved nature of the transactions, still 
it does reveal these “traders’’ in a 
very strange light. Having raised 
billions from taxation and Liberty 
bond sales to be advanced to the 
Allies explicitly for the purpose of 
the prosecution of the war, as pro- 
vided by law, they strained the law 
and continued long after the armistice, 
long after the signing of the Peace 
Treaty, to make advances, without se- 
curity, to Great Britain, France, Italy, 
3elgium, and even to new and enemy 
countries, ostensibly for relief, but in 
effect to aid reconstruction. 

The Debts Analyzed. 

The Committee om Judiciary of the 
United States explored the record and 
reported: 

That: ‘' Millions of dollars of this 
Liberty Loan money were loaned. to 
Great Britain after all hostilities had 
ceased, for the purpose of allowing her 
to build up her export trade.”’ 

That: ** Miliions of dollars of this 
Liberty Loan fund were loaned to for- 
eign Governments and by them loaned 
to various relief and reconstruction or- 
ganizations.’’ 

That: ‘* Money was loaned to these 
various Governments so that. they 
could repay it to the United States as 
interest on loans already made.’”’ 

That: ‘‘ Miliions of dollars’ worth of 
products purchased with United Siates 
money loaned to foreign Governments 
were sent directly to Germany with 
our consent.’’ 

That: °*' Forty-efght millions of dol- 
lars of the American people’s Liberty 
Loan money were used for the pur- 
pose of sending supplies into Austria, 
which country was then our enemy.” 

Nowhere in the record is there one 
fleeting glimpse of an idea existing in 
HNurope during. the. war. that war 
things were everybody’s in common 
and should not be finally changed for. 
Nowhere in all’ the subsequent talk 
of cancellation of debts is there any 
suggestion that the things the Ameri- 
can Government bought and paid for 
in Europe should—be so regarded. 
There is only the idea that the things 
the allied countries borrowed in Amer- 
ica should be treated as things in com- 
mon, 

America's debtors have never offered 
to make distinctions. They have never 
said: *‘ Phere were things of many 
kinds. First let us, set apart those 
things (a) which contributed to the 
relief and reconstruction of Europe 
after the war, and (b) those things 
which contributed to the maintenance 


of trade during the war, and (c) those 
American things that we bought on 
credit before the United States got 
into the war and afterward paid for 
with dollars borrowed from the United 
States Treasury. We propose that a 
commission shall be appointed to go 
into our accounts and trace out all 
those three kinds of things in order 
that we may put them aside and treat 
them for repayment. The remainder 
will be war things as such, consumed 
| directly in the common effort, and so 
much of our debt as these represent 
we propose to you for cancellation. 
No; they have talked only of a can- 
cellation of the whole debt; they have 
| talked of this as persistently and dog- 
| gedly as during the war they resisted 
every suggestion that anything we got 
from them should be charged against 
their obligations to the United States, 
| which is further proof that never did 
they regard their things in common 
with ours. ‘Phere came a time, with 
2,000,000 Americars in France, )when 
the American demand for francs in 
France was greater thah the French 
need of dollars in the United States. 
Instead of taking the opportunity to 
reduce their debt to the United States 
the French insisted upon charging us 
| 








dollars for all the francs we needed 
and having the dollars they got in ex- 
| change and didn't need put aside in 
the United States Treasury as a spe- 
cial credit to be available after the 
war. ‘

Kurope Misinformed. 

| Since the only ground upon. which 
the cancellation of war debts may be 
urged morally is that all war things 
were in common and not to be charged 


| for, and since clearly that idea never 
| in fact existed during the war and 
| does not now exist except as to our 





things, not theirs, the question, Should 
the war debts be paid as a matter of 
right? is.answered. 

Then shall it be supposed that Bu- 
rope is. willfully perverse and fills 
itself with rage against America in 
order to rid her conscience of a debt 
that cannot be collected by force or 
otherwise than as a moral obligation 
voluntarily paid? 

The record, remember, is not a popu- 
| lar document. It is written in a tech- 

nical language. If Lord Balfour him- 
self could be so misinformed as to fall 
deeply into error with the subject, how 
} much more excusable it is for the peo- 
ple of Europe—without access to the 
facts, with no capacity :for analyzing 
the facts—ito get a wrong point of 
view. And Lord Balfour. was misin- 
formed on a vital point. There is no 
other way of accounting for his state- 
ment that: 
| “Our. liabjlities were incurred for 
others, not for ourselves. * * * The 
United States insisted in substance if 
| 
| 





not in form that though our aliies 
were to spend the money, it was only 
on our security that they [the United 
States] were prepared to lend it.” 
What his countrymen did propose 
was that Great Britain should act as 
a conduit for all American loans to 
. the allied cause. ‘This arrangement 
the American Government declined to 
consider. It insisted always upon 
making its loans direct to the country 
requiring credit. On this the record is 
very clear, In a memorandum ad- 
dressed to B. P. Blackett, Esq., of the 
British Treasury, from Albert Rath- 
bone, Assistant Secretary of the 
United States Treasury, Nov, 8, 191%, 
the whole matter is summarized thus: 
| ‘You. will recall that the reply of 
| the Secretary of the Treasury to the 
then Chancellor's communication, in 
which he referred to the British 
Treasury acting as a conduit pipe, was 
delivered to Lord Reading in the late 
Spring or early Summer of 1918. Thia 
reply reviewed the situation and def!- 
! nitely refused to make reimbursement 
to your Government for any of its 
expenditures for France within the 
British Empire or fur all its like ex- 
penditures for neutral purchases. This 
formal statement of the position of the 
United States Treasury was in effect 
| a restatement of the position that had 
been taken during the previous 
months, as to which the representa- 
tives in Washington of the British 
Treasury had been fully informed 
There is the hand of trade again. 
The advantage to Great. Britain of 
converting billions of dollars into 
pounds sterling and spending those 
pounds throughout the British Emp:re 
and over all the world on behalf of the 
|} Allies is rather obvious. We had 
least enough trade sense to see that 
| There is yet that bleak other ques- 
i tion: Can Europe's debt to the Ame 
ican Government be paid as a matter 
of fact? 
If the answer to ‘‘can” is ‘ no,”’ 


| 


we have only beguiled ourselves with, 
‘ should.”’ Shylock had done much 


better long sinee to write his rue upon 

those 1 O U's and post them back to 

their makers. 

But consider what this debt repre- 
sents—what it represents actually, not 
in money but in things. 

it represents a surplus of things pro- 
duced in nineteen months by the labor 
of 100,000,000 people above their own 
peace needs and war needs combined 
and loaned away to other people 
That is all it can represent. 

What would repayment represent? 
Merely a return of those things or the 
equivalent thereof. 

Does any one pretend to say that 

{ the 172,000,000 people of Great Britain, 

France, Italy, Belgium, Rumania, 

Czechoslovakia, Jugoslavia and Greece, 

in twenty-five years, cannot with their 

labor produce in excess of their own 
| peace needs a surplus of things equiv- 
alent to the surplus of things pro- 
duced In nineteen months by 100,000,- 
000 people in excess of their own peact 
and,gwar needs combined? 

(t will be—has been—said: ‘‘ That is 
all very well; but if we produced the 
things we could not sell them in the 
United States. They have raised a 
' tariff wall against us.’’ 

The answer to that, if it needs to be 
answered, is that there is all the world 
in which to sell things. Besides, here 
comes Mr. Reginald McKenna, former- 
ly Chancellor of the British Exchequer, 
with an argument for the cancellation 
of war debts that entirely disregards 
the tariff. In a speech before the 
| American bankers’ convention in New 
| York he proposed the riddle that a 
{ country cannot afford to receive pay- 
| ment of a large debt, and cited the 
}

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fact that with the payment of the 
French indefnity to Germany after 
the Franco-Prussian war Germany 
suffered a depression of trade’ while 
France became more prosperous than 
ever. At this point the propaganda 
for cancéllation of the debts becomes 
too complex for human understanding, 
For if this thesis were true the ways 
| for Europe to become fabulously pros- 
' perous and lay the United States in 
; commercial ruin is to pay her debts 
us fast as possible. 
However, it is not dlways abswolute- 
ly necessary for one country fo pay 
iis debt to another in things. It iap- 
pens that our principal debtor is able 
to pay out of pocket. In that same 
| speech Mr. McKenna said: ‘*' Eng 

still owns sufficient foreign securities 
| to cover her debt to the United sSiutes 
! two or trree times over.”’ 

This means that the great bulk of 

Great 3ritain’s foreign investnierts, 
|} probably $15,000,000,000, survivel the 
| wat intact.’ Possibly, too, Mr. Me- 
/ Kenna was thinking inaudibly of the 
fact that since the war, with interest 
accumulating on their debt fu the 
United States Treasury, the HJFiritish 
have made large new investmenis in 
Germany, Austria, the Balkans and 
Asia Minor, in banking, sbivping, in 
dustry and oll—oil particularly, Dur- 
ing the war the Government of tireat 
Britain bought into the Anglo-Persian 
Oil Company, that now, engaged in 
{| private trade, is blotting out American 
| competition in Egypt. This investment 
has recently been referred to in Par- 
| Hament as comparable to the Suez 
| Canal. 

It would be a great wrench, of 

} course, for Great Britain to sacrifice a 
| third of her foreign investments in or- 
} der to pay her debt to the United 
otales; but if she had not been able to 
borrow American dollars. all those 
foreign investments ‘would perhaps 
| now belong to the late Imperial Ger- 
|} man Government. 

| If the allfed-countries did not owe 
| us they might be paying the Germans.

Harvesting 
Next Summers Ice 


T will soon be ice harvesting time along the Lacka- 
wanna Railroad. Each winter thousands of men in 
the hills and mountains of New Jersey and Pennsyl- 

vania cut, largely with modern machinery, and store 
away some 600,000 tons of high grade natural ice— 
ice so pure that it can be used for storage batteries, 
druggists’ prescriptions and other purposes ordinarily 
requiring distilled water. Another 100,000 tons is 
shipped direct to creameries. 


Harvesting methods in this region call for the removal 
of snow and surface irregularities before cutting. Ice 
houses have discarded sawdust and straw packings in 
favor of insulated walls. Ice cars are carefully washed and 
pre-cooled and ice protected ‘from shrinkage by paper 
linings. 


The:Lackawanna Railroad, which transported in 1921 
almost half a million tons of ice, is also a large consumer 
of this valuable commodity. Besides using ice in water 
coolers and dining cars, it also ices all refrigerator cars 
operating over its lines, maintaining for this purpose 
icing stations at Buffalo, Elmira, Gouldsboro and 
Hoboken. There are separate icing stations for milk cars 
at Binghamton, Richfield Springs and Chenango Forks. 


These special refrigerating facilities enable the Lacka- 
wanna, which is “Mile for mile the most highly devel- 
oped railroad in America,” to render particularly effi- 
cient service in the transportation of meats, milk, butter, 
eggs, fresh fruits and vegetables and other goods of a 
perishable nature.

OUR FOREIGN DEBTS. 


In today’s Times Professor HOLLANDER 
reviews the various arguments regard- 
\ ing the ten billions owed the Unite« 
States by Europe. As payment by Eng- 
land is pledged and undoubted, the prob- 
Ylem is reduced by half. Professor HoL- 
LANDER does not think there would be 
any difficulty in the settlement of the 
other half of the debts. The interest 
and amortization would amount, he fig- 
ures, to’ no more than $200,000,000 a 
year. The “flooding” of our markets 
would not be harmful until our people 
satisfy their desires for goods. When 
satiety is reached there is an automatic 
remedy in refusal to take more than we 
can digest. 

To deny that it is possible to pay 
the war debts is to shut our eyes to 
the amazing forces of recuperation in 
peace under modern industrialism. Eng- 
land’s imports and exports already 
exceed those of 1918 in value, though 
not in quantity. The recuperation of 
French foreign trade is twice Eng- 
land’s in rough percentages, although 
not in volume. The same thing has 
been seen after each war since 
dustrialism was born.

It was said that KemaL could 
not disown his ally, the Soviet Govern- 
ment, and must consult it about the Gate 
of the East and the Straits. In The 
Fortnightly Review Epwin W. HUvt- 
LINGER has something to say, about the 
Red Army as it is organized and 
equipped today. During a residence of 
nine months in Russia he had many ‘op- 
portunities. of seeing the old army which 
had campaigned against the Poles and 
the new army, which is the product of 
TROTZKY’s organizing genius. ; 
Military specialists have said that the 
old army was not well trained and was 
poorly equipped. The new army, which 
has a strength nearly double that of the 
French Army, was personally raised and 
disciplined by TroTzKy, who believes that

However, a strong national- 
istic feeling is inculcated. The troops 
would not have to be flogged into bat- 
tle. » They would feel that they were 
fighting for the fatherland. What of 
the staff, the brains of the army? It 
would stand comparison ill with the bril- 
liant French organization. BRuSILOFF is 
supposed to be at the head of it, but he 
is rarely seen, and it is known that he 
is watched. Many of the higher officers 
served in the Czar’s army. The actual 
commander-in-chief is KAMENEFF, a for- 
mer Colonel in. the imperial forces. 
Classes of cadets are regularly turned 
out by military colleges in Moscow and 
Petrograd. The staff is constantly pre- 
paring plans for possible campaigns, but 
no one knows with what knowledge or 
thoroughness. In the equipment of the 
army are a few'tanks. There is a weak- 
ness in artillery. The field guns do not 
make much of a display. Munitions are 
being manufactured, but it is said that 
the supply is inadequate. One gets an 
impression from Mr. HULLINGER’s sketch 
of the new army that it is deficient in 
some things, and in combat would not be 
a match for a Western army. Never- 
theless, it is the only organization, be- 
sides the secret police, that can preserve 
order in Russia and that constitutes a 
nationalistic force on which the Soviet 
Government can at present depend.

Plurality voting on single candidates 
gives great power to a minority. In the 
1921 New York Aldermanic election, for 
example, a change of only 27,662 votes, 
or 2% per cent. of the total, distributed 
in selected districts, would have reversed 
the result and given the Republicans 
control of the board. In Indiana, in 
1918, the Democrats polled 44 per cent. 
of the votes and elected no Congressmen; 
in 1912 they polled 45 per cent. of the 
votes and elected all thirteen Congress- 
men. At the 1906 elections in England 
only 18 per cent. of the electors changed 
their votes, but a substantial Unionist 
majority was suddenly turned into a 
large Liberal majority. ; 

Single-member districts, and apathy or 
disfranchisement of part of the elec- 
torate, often yield singular results. Thus, 
in the 1920 elections 510,977 Democrats 
in Pennsylvania failed to elect any Coh- 
gressmen, while 127,482 Democrats in 
Arkansas elected seven Congressmen. In 
Nebraska 222,060 Republicans secured 
six Representatives, while 225,000 Repub- 
licans in North Carolina elected no can- 
didates. In the country. as a whole 
5,400,000 voters cast. ballots without help- 
ing to choose Representatives. Mr. Luoyp 
Grorge could have found more striking 
electoral anomalies than Mr. Bonar 
Law’s disproportionate majority in the 
House of Commons. 

Several devices for casting and count- 
ing votes so as to make the voice of the 
majority more nearly the voice of the 
people have been tested. The second 
ballot, with the lowest candidates elimi- 
nated, has been used to insure a majority 
rather than a plurality verdict, but it 
soon fell into disrepute, even in France. 
It was apt to encourage corrupt bar- 
gains between the first and second elec- 
tions. Preferential voting—the voter 
stating his second and other choices, 
which are counted when there is no ma- 
jority of first choices—is used in more 
than fifty American cities, with a pop- 
ulation of more than three million. Cu- 
mulative voting has had its best trial 
in elections. to the lower house of the 
Illinois Legislature and has been experi- 
mented with in Pennsylvania and North 
Carolina. The voter is allowed to bunch 
his choices for a single candidate or dis- 
tribute them among several. Limited

LANSING ON THE KAISER. 


Ex-Secretary LANsING’s review of the 
former Kaiser’s memoirs in the Decem- 
ber number of Current History is worth 
special attention. On many topics he 
speaks with special knowledge. For ex- 


“ample, his dismissal .cf the ex-Kaiser’s 


tale of a “secret treaty” of alliance 
against Germany and Austria negotiated 
by England, America and France in 1897 
is both contemptuous and conclusive. Be- 
sides noting the fact that any such agree- 
ment is impossible under the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, he declares: 
“T assert from my own personal knowl- 
“edge that no such alliance was ever 
“entered into by the American Govern- 
“ment. The story is a lie from begin- 
“ ning to end.” 

In his analysis of the historical state- 
ments made by the former Kaiser, and 
in the weighing of some of his argu- 
ments in avoidance, Mr. LANSING is acute 
and unanswerable. But his particular 
indignation is roused by what he calls 
the Kaiser’s “utterly false and unwar- 
ranted criticism of Mr. Wiuson.” This 
is the more handsome of Mr. LANsING in 
view of his well-known differences with 
President WILSON and the circumstances 
of his dismissal] from the Department of 
State. His testimony is worth quoting: 

. From my own personal knowledge no 
man ever worked more assiduously than 
did the President to restore peace in Eu- 
rope prior to the entry by the United 
States into the war. Even after this coun- 
try severed diplomatic relations with the 
German Hmpire he did not abandon hope 
of a peaceful adjustment. He approached 
the question with an impartiality which 
many Americans resented, in view of 
Germany’s ruthlessness on the high seas. 
That he was ‘acting solely in the 
interest of Wall Street high finance”’ 
is one of the most outrageous of the 
many outrageous statements in the 
book. Knowing President Wmso0n as I 
did, and realizing his integrity of pur- 
pose, I resent thig attack upon his sin- 
cerity, his high motives and his character. 
It is the fulmination vf a small mind em- 
bittered by the loneliness of exile, and 
by the thoughts of one whose career as a 
world figure has come to an inglorious 
end. To a student of character it is in- 
conceivable that a Wilhelm Hohenzollern 
should understand a Woodrow Wilson, or 
believe that the latter's standard of polit- 
ical ethics was genuine.

Consider the spread of ath- 
letics, the reign of golf, the multitudi- 
nous, innumerable contentments that the 
motorcycle and the automobile afford. 
Ah, but all this is “ material” content- 
ment. Well, don’t the majority of people 
still find moral contentment, still stick to 
religion, in spite of the scorn of the “ in- 
tellectuals””"? The people who believe 
are happy. The people who disbelieve 
are presumably happy, either in their 
search for belief or the consciousnegs 
of their “ superiority ” to the mass.

Labor is better paid and beiier off 
here than anywhere else in the world. 
Unémployment is steadily growing less. 
The “middle class,” if temporarily a 
little hard-pressed, is far more fértunate 
than in Great Britain. Our farmers are 
capitalists and epicureans, whose busi- 
ness just at present is not so golden as 
it has been and will be again. Public 
health and education are better than 
they ever were. The mere fact that peo- 
ple have reason to be contented is no 
proof, that they are; but the American 
people would seem to many observers to 
be pretty well satisfied, and satisfied 
with themselvés. They haven’t every- 
thing, but they have a lot of things; 
and no contentment would be perfect 
which hadn’t something more to wish 
for. Dr. JOHNSON’S solemn sage’s recipe 
for bliss—‘‘ Come, my lad, and drink 
some beer ”—can’t be legally filled in the 
United States at present. Is our “ bliss ” 
less therefor? Half the people are 
happy because of prohibition. The other 
half are no less happy in having a per- 
manent theme of conversation. 


PADEREWSKI. 


PADEREWSKI returned to New York 
last Wednesday as a musician. He made 
a brilliant “come-back,” and. his tri- 
umphant reception by his friends was a 
musical affajr, at least in the sense that 
musicians or music-lovers made up most 
of ‘his audience. Yet, essentially, the 
musical interest was of minor impor- 
tance. Critics concerned chiefly with 
the possibility that an interlude of poli- 
tics might have affected PADEREWSKI’S 
art devoted most of their attention to 
the technical aspects of his performance, 
but their comments suggested that they 
appreciated vaguely the presence of a 
force which was beyond, perhaps above, 
art. In some respects he had not re- 
covered, and perhaps would never re- 
cover, his early form; and yet he played 
better than ever. 

He is one -of the great outstanding 
artists of our time; he has been Pre- 
mier of the fifth largest nation on the 
Continent of Europe; he is an orator 
of distinction. Such varied eminence 
has not been heard of since the Renais- 
sance. It is customary to say that as 
a Premier ‘he was unsuccessful. That 
is true, if at all, only with considerable 
reservations. JULIUS CAESAR could not 
have been an entire success as Premier 
of Poland in that first year of recovered 
freedom. PADEREWSKI kept things going;

Above what he has done stands the 
thing that he is, as the musical critics 
seemed to realize dimly, and to be trying 
hesitantly to report, at this concert last 
Wednesday. PADEREWSKI! is greater than 
his political achievements, greater than 
his art. What the demonstration of 
those who heard him on his return to 
America really meant was appreciation 
not of an artist or of a statesman but 
of a man.

An armchair of conference, 
not a throne of command nor an armed 
chair of force, but an armchair with the 
man.

DRAMATIZED HISTORY. 


One of the most curious of the numer- 
ous literary curiosities in the ex-Kaiser’s 
memoirs was his account of his interview 
with the Papal Nuncio Pacsiii in the 
Summer of 1917. -WiLLiAM represented 
himself as telling Pacenis that it was 
time the Pope did something to stop the 
war, and that the Holy Father should 
not fear martyrdom in this worthy 
cause; but, according to the ex-Kaliser, 
PacELLI had with him a chaplain who 
kept interrupting with the complaint that 
the Pope had to consider the “ piazza "— 
popular feeling. 

Unfortunately, the Papal Nunciature 
at Munich has now given its own ver- 
sion of the story—coming, undoubtedly, 
from Mgr. Pacetut himself—to the 
German Catholic organ Germania. There 
was no chaplain. -PACELLI was’ accom- 
panied by the Auditor of the Nunciature, 
one SCHIOPPA, but neither SCHIOPPA nor 
anybody else was present when the Kai- 
ser received the Nuncio. After lunch 
there was some informal conversation on 
the balcony, at which SCHIOPPA was pres- 
ent, along with two or three Princes, 
BETHMANN-HOLLWEG and a number of 
other dignitaries; according to the Pa- 
celli version, the Kaiser was continually 
“bubbling over,” but otherwise the con- 
versation had no dramatic character. 

PACELLI also controverts the Kaiser’s 
account.of the political side of the inter- 
view. WILLIAM tried to defend the Bel- 
gian deportations “on legal grounds,” 
but finally promised, asa result of the 
Pope’s insistent representations conveyed 
by the Nuncio, to see if he could do some- 
thing about it. (In his own book WILLIAM 
says nothing about Belgian deportations. ) 
He complained that when Germany made 
the peace offer of December, 1916, “ the 
“Pope had not spoken, as WILSON had 
“done.” He suggested that the Pope 
ought to enjoin on the clergy and the 
faithful of all the world prayer and un- 


‘ceasing work for peace;. but PAcELLI 


merely said that he would report this to 
the Vatican, and made no such indis- 
creet observations on the Pope’s difficult 
position in Italy as WILLIAM reported. 

This story bears out the account of 
the: mission given by BETHMANN-HOLL- 
WEG in every point. And here is a cu- 
rious light on the ex-Kaiser’s state of 
mind. BETHMANN’sS book has been be- 
fore the reading public for twa years. 
WiuuiAM has read. it; though he com- 
plains that he wrote his memoirs with 
no documents at hand, he quotes a rather 
formidable number of authorities—most 
of them highly unauthoritative, to be sure 
—in his Comparative Historical Tables, 
and Baron VON Rapowr1Tz has reported 
that he has a considerable library of 
books and magazine and newspaper arti- 
cles on the war, to-which he is diligently 
adding. He knew what BETHMANN hed 
said about this episode, and knew that 
most of the people who would read his 
book would already have read BETu- 
MANN’S. And yet he gives a version very 
different from that which BeTHMaNN 
had already presented and which is now

The feminist ladies are beatiag the old 
tom-tom once again and whooping it up for 
the Sex. Equality amendment to the Federal 
Constitution, which will be the twentieth un- 
less the anti-cigarette agitators beat them to 
it. But the serial number is a matter of no 
great importance, Some amendments are 
better than others, but all are good. Some of 
the ladies do not think so, especially those 
who live in States where the sex discrimina- 
tions are all in their favor. Others, con- 
vinced equalitarians, would rather give up 
their advantages than admit that there are 
any differences between male and female 
that ought to be noticed by the law. 
In ‘last week's Collier's, however, Charles 
W. Wood performed a public service by 
pointing out the real significance of this new 
disturbance. Legal discriminations against 
women may be removed; legal discriminations 
in favor of women may go with them, but 
this is unimportant. What is important is 
that Alice Paul is loose again, 


Miss Paul and her Woman’s Party—a little 
sex discrimination seems implied in that title, 
by the way—did the rough work for the equal 
suffrage amendment. They were not quite 
so rough as the British militants. They 
didn’t drop acid in mail boxes, but that may 
have. been beczuse Washington is a small 
town, ‘and any mail box was likely to con- 
tain literature of the Woman's Party. Brit- 
ish militants hamstrung Derby favorites. 
Miss Paul didn’t hamstring Walter Johnson, 
but she probably felt that the Washington 
team was going to finish in the second di- 
vision anyway, so {it didn’t much matter. 
But, with these reservations, our militants 
militated so hard that there is some reason 
in Mr. Wood’s view that Congress passed 
the equal suffrage amendment to get a rest 
from Alice Paul, 


No rest for the weary. Alice Paul ‘is at it 
again, at the sacred task of nagging the 
Government. President and Congress will 
probably admit that as a nagger she is un- 
equaled, even by Wayne B. Wheeler and the 
Rev. HB.

In a book which was a best 
seller before the public taste turned to Sin- 
clair Lewis and A. S. M. Hutchinson there 
was a story about a man who had ten tal- 
ents, invested them, and made ten more, 
while another man who had only one talent 
buried it in a napkin and thought he was 
doing well to hold on to it. f 

If this latter person had been an American 
writer of our time, he would have had his 
one talent framed atid hung on the wall, and 
all his friends and all his critics would have 
told him that he didn’t need to hustle for 
more talents; that the one he had was 
enough to live on. Which probably accounts 
for the large number of 400-page novels in 
which there are about thirty-five pages of 
good stuff.

Law Cited as Authorizing Irregular Unions — 


Is Dead Letter of 18th Century. 


To the Editor of The New York Tanes: 

On the editorial..page of last Sunday’s 
Trams, in the column ‘entitled ‘‘ By-Prod- 
ucts,’”” there is a paragraph referring to 
divorce legislation in which you say that in 
my State of South Carolina “ concubinage is 
recognized by law and divorce is not."" You 
give as your authority The Pictorial Review. 
This is an old slander upon South Carolina 
which I had hoped was buried nearly twenty 
years ago, but it seems that the said Review 
has exhumed it._ As I know something about 
its origin, I trust you will allow me to give 
a brief sketch of its history. 

Joel Prentids Bishop, in his ‘“New Com- 
mentaries on Marriage, Divorce and Separa- 
tion,’”’ quotes part of an obiter dictum of a 
South Carolina Judge which seems to palliate 
the offense of adulterous living. But he does 
not quote what the Judge said in rendering 
the decision of the Court, namely, this: ‘‘ It 
is not the intention nor the effect of the law 
to encourage vice dnd immorality or. te 
legalize corruption.’’ “ , 

When was the case he cites tried? In 1818. 
What was the statute the Court was passing 
upon? It was one entitled ‘*An Act Against 
Bastardy,’”’ enacted in ‘1703, by “‘ His Excel- 
lency John Granville, Esquire, Palatine, and 
the rest of the true and absolute lords and 
proprietors.”” The act was amended to in- 
clude the mother of the bastard in 1795. By 
it a man with living wife or lawful children 
was not allowed to give a paramour of 
bastard more than one-fourth of his prop- 
erty. 

This is ancient history: An act passed in 
1703; amended in 1795; discussed by the Court 
in 1818; a statute so old that when I referred 
to it on a former occasion hardly a member 
of our bar or of our bench had heard of it. 
During my forty-odd years of experience as 
lawyer and Judge I have known of only one 
case of a conveyance made under that 
statute. It had become a dead letter. And 
yet Mr. Bishop revives it, with his verbs all 
in the present tense. He, Joel Prentiss 
Bishop, is the head’ and front of this of- 
fending. 

President -Woolsey, in his work on “ Di- 
vorce and Divorce Legislation,’’ quotes 
Bishop as his authority and merely echoes 
what Bishop says. He states that South 
Carolina has “‘ winked at coneubinage,” and 
he gives it as his opinion that “ the attitude 
taken by South Carolina in regard to divorce 
is due, not to any attachment to supposed 
commands of Christ in the New Testament, 
but to its State pride and the old oligarchia! 
feeling of the original colony.’’ This strange 
opinion is his own. 

I am not a South Carolinian. I ama Scot. 
by birth. I am influenced by no bias of 
blood or birth when I say in all sincerity 
and truth that in no country or Common- 
wealth with which I am acquainted is the 
atmosphere of family life purer or cleaner 
than that which is breathed in the homes of 
South Carolinians. If the people of any other 
State ‘‘ breathe the spirit of a purer air,"’ 
happy is that State and blessed are the 
homes and firesides therein. No need has 
that State for a divorce court. Having for 
years held court in all the counties of South 
Carolina, I am familiarly acquainted with 
all sorts and conditions of the people. And 
it is my well-grounded belief that the morai 
atmosphere of South Carolina has preserved 
its remarkable cleanness and purity not in 
spite of but because of her no-divorce law. —

THE New York Times, It is not:to bé 
Werndered at when we consider the 
Great changes that have come over the 
werld in consequence of the war, and 
the many bitternesses evoked in its 
pursuit. 

“*I confess that as an American I 
feel bitterly the absence of American 
influence in the settlement of the vari- 
ous questions which the war brought 
to the fore, and many of my friends in 
Europe have assailed me on that point. 

“TI have always held—even from 1014 
on—that it was our duty as Americans 
to aid in the advancement of what is 
right, and the suppression of what is 
wrong, and I still feel very warmly that 
both Durope and Asia would be further 
advanced in the settlement of many 
questions if American aid had not been 
confined simply to ‘ watchful waiting 

“It is a curious anachronism to 
representatives of our country sitting 
on commissions, listening to what 
said, occasionally saying a word them- 


selves but refusing active aid and only 
intervening when specific American in- 
terests are liable to be hurt. 

* That is not an ethically high posi- 
tion for a great nation like ours to take. 
The interests that are ours are not 
merely the material ones of our coun- 
try, but they are interests which govern } 
the relations between the. various na- 
tions of the globe. 

“Many of us had hoped,’’ 
tinued, ‘‘ during the war, that 
would take the Armenians. in 
under the shadow of its wings.

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BUDGET PLAN FOR 
‘BUYING OF STOCK 


Use of It and of Proper Dis- 
plays Essential in Furnish- 
ing Goods Business. 


Certain principles of successful selling 
are being overlooked by. a considerable 
proportion of men’s furnishings retail- 
ers throughout the country, according to 
Willard B. Stevens, Secretary of the 
National Wholesale Men's Furnishings 
Association. ‘‘ The lack of attention -to 
thege fundamentals is one of the under- 
lying reasons why many merchants in 
this field have either gone into bank- 
ruptcy or have required financtal as- 
sistance to carry them through recent- 
ly,”’ sald he yesterday: 

‘“T have had many cases on my hands 
recently,’’ he continued, ‘‘ where. the 
association of which I am Secretary has 
had to institute a ‘trusteeship’ in or- 
jer to carry on the business of the mer- 
chant who is in trouble, thus averting 
bankruptcy and helping him along until 
he ia able to pay his creditors in full 
and take over the business for himself. 
Careful study of these cases has been 
made and, I believe, afford the basis 
fer the charge that theae merchants and 
others are suffering from the lack of ap- 
plication of certain principles which 
should guide the retailer tn this. field. 

‘One of the outstanding mistakes 
these men have made {is that they buy 
from too many houses. The result is 
that they have a variety of miscellane- 
ous merchandise on hand, with no com- 
plete stocks of anything, This is large- 
ly the result of overbuyling caused by 
the yielding of the retafler to the wiles 
ef some glib salesman, who loads him 
up with merchandise that the salesman 
probably knows he cannot sell. You 
may doubt that this fs often done but, 
in my experlence, I have come across 
retailers who did not aven know what |

The results were very good, 
and the idea was carried out in other 
articles, such as shirts and hosiery. 

“One of the best methods of keeping |} 
stocks looking fresh, we have found, 
is the budget system of purchases. We| 
are advocating this to all the retallers | 
we come into contact with, and the as- | 
sociation has data for credit purposes 
on about 38,000 merchants on file. The | 
majority of these have supplemented 
this information by signed financial | 
statements, which are often voluntarily | 
given. These statements indicate the 
condition of stock and the exact status 
of the business-at»the moment. They, 
together with a list of the manufac- 
from.whom goods are bought, 
give us a fairly clear idea us to the! 
conduct of the business and the charac- | 
ter of the merchandise. } 

‘* When we go over these reports and 
find that the buying seenis to be ill- 
balanced and an _unsystematic course is! 
being followed, we communicate with 
the retailer and suggest that the budget 
plan be used. In its essence, this ofan | 
enables merchants to buy intelligently | 
with a definité knowledge of their re-j 
quirements, so as to prevent the accu- 
mulation” of surplus stocks that will! 
> Ng ara comprise unsalable merchan- 
dise,* } 

‘Very often, under the mcre or leas! 
haphazard buying of many retailers, | 
hew stocks are secured to ‘ sweeten’ the! 
old stocks. The ‘sweeteners’ may sell, | 
but the old stocks stick and keep ac- 
cumulating, and finally are difficult to| 
get rid of even at cost. But, under the! 
sudget system, wants are determined | 
by the sales by months during the pre-j 
vious season. 

‘The way the budget plan operates is; 
simplicity itself. The total volume of | 
merchandise purchased during the corre- | 
sponding month of the previous year is! 
taken as a basis. This total is divided} 
up into the respective amounts required | 
for the major seiling articles, comprising | 
shirts, neckwear, collars, underwear, | 
hosiery, nightwear and miscellaneous | 
merchandise. The retailer will have to/| 
figure what percentage each of these! 
items bears to the total, and then order | 
accordingly. This can be done for each | 
month in succession, and its operation | 
will enable the retailer to place hig or-;| 
ders sufficiently far in advance so that: 
he will constantiy keep getting merchan- | 
dise that will: keep his stocks new and 
fresh. 

‘‘ As an example of how the plan oper-| 
ates, I might cite the actual budget of a} 
large, well-known chain group of men’s} 
furnishings stores. On July 27 last this | 
concern mapped out Its budget for the) 
following six months, based on the pre-| 
viaus year. It was determined that the 
total minimum business to be expected 
for this period, based on the similar one! 
in the previous year was $1,398,100. This | 
was apportioned off by months into 
$226, 2¢ for- August, $207,000 for Sep- 
tember, $212,700:for October, $264,700 for | 
November and $487,500 for December. | 

‘These totals for~ the respective} 
months were then subdivided, as already | 
indicated, into cost allowancés for the| 
various major articles of merchandise. | 
For example, in August $83,000 was! 
allowed for shirts, $28,000 for neckwear, | 
$10,000 for collars, $12,000 for under-/| 
wear, $12,000 for hosiery, $5,000 for 
nightwear, and. $6,000 for miscellaneous, 
making a total of $151,000 in cost pur- | 
chases to cover the minimum business | 
of $226,200. { 

‘“*Jn order to simplify the matter still! 
further, a relative percentage of the; 
purchases of these items to the whole} 
is formulated.

firm in question, the purchases of shirts |

WEATHER A FACTOR. 
IN APPAREL SALES 


What Are Real Winter Months 
Should Be Taken Into Con- 
sideration by Dealers. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: | 

The opening paragraph of your com-| 
ment, under the heading ‘/ The Mer- 
chant’s Point of View ’’ in the issue of 
Sunday, Nov. 19, touches too lightly on 
a subject of vital importance to retail 
merchants. 

Years ago we generally had cold 
weather early in November and usually 
looked for skating by Thanksgiving Day. 
December was a. month of real wintry 
weather, with snow the rule at Christ- 
mas and not the exception, as in recent 
years. 

Retail merchandise methods as applied 
to wearlng apparel seem still to reckon 
on the old order of temperatures, despite 
the fact that we now have loig periods | 
of mild to warm weather extending well 
into December. 

The result of this disregard of changed 


conditions is that the retail merchant 
dtocks his Winter clothing In September 
and resorts to many devices to stimulate 
itg sale through October, November and 
December, and, when January arrives 
proceeds to unload by meane of special 
cut price sales, at a time when the sea- 
son for this merchandise Is at its peak. 

The average consumer buys wearing 
apparel only as it ig needed and, as the} 
weather is a prime factor in establishing 
this need, the tefidency to delay buying 
while mild weather persists is encour- 
aged by the promise of cut prices in 
January, when the real need for the 
goods will rhe arrived. 

At least the month of January should | 
be reserved for reguler priced sales of | 
Winter wearing re hyrape and such sales} 
as may be desirable to effect end-of-the- | 
season ciearances should be held over} 
until February, which is the dullest | 
month of the Winter ee. 

This procedure will discourage end-of-| 
the-season consumer purchases and will | 
tend to stimulate buying in October, | 
November and December from fresh, 
well assorted stocks on which merchants 
will realize thelr normal mark up and | 
the consumer will secure a full season's | 
wear from the garments purchased. | 

The present season furnishes a par-| 
ticular illustration of the situation out- | 
linea above. The average retailer | 
probably has his usual heavy stock of | 
wearing apparel and has experienced 
considerable difficulty in moving it, due 
to the extremely warm weather we have 
had in October and November.

HATS FOR SOUTHERN WEAR 


Features of Children’s Millinery for 
the Beach Resorts. 


It is the lighter “ sweater shades’ 
that are ordered this season in millinery 
for the younger girls who are fortunate 
enough to have the opportunity of play- 
ing on Southern beaches, according to 
the current bulletin of the Retall Mil- 
linery Association of America. One of 
the prominent Winter resort lines for 
children here shows the use of French 
faille, gros de londres, Canton and 
georgette crépes, henip for facings and 
other touches,.and width 14% and 3 
ribbons in the pastel colorings.

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THE YEAR IN BOOKS 


ITH four complete years 

since the armistice be- 

hind us, it becomes a 

simple matter to note the 

vast changes in both 

spirit and workmanship that mani- 


fest themselves in books. Each/| 


season since 1918 has but empha- 
sized the fact that most authors of 
prominence underwent a sea-change 
into something unexpected and 


of writers has sprung up who base 
their work on wholly new ideals. 

The year which is just closing (for 
as most Fall books are already 
released from the presses, 
we may regard the year as 
finished to all intents and 
purposes) has not been 
startling, but it has been 
extremely valuable: In 
creative work it has been a 
year of iconoclasm. This 
new spirit evinces itself in 
essays (‘‘ Books and Char- 
acters,”’ by Lytton 
Strachey, for instanee), in 
history (we may cite Philip 
Guedalla), in drama (a doz- 
en examples suggest them- 
selves), in the work of 
James Joyce and T Ss 
Eliot, and even in chil- 
dren's books it is the 
spirit of departure from 
sogginess, from heaviness, 
from dullness, from out 
worn shibboleths. It is the

F a vote of the literary men and 
women of the civilized world 
were taken to determine the 
most notable man of letters 
in France today, there is no 
question that M Marcel Proust 
would receive the majority—Anatole 
France being eliminated. Many ad- 
mirers of the latter would object to 
his elimination, but he has now 
ceased to do creative work 
ornamenting his declining days by 
publishing one of the most delightful 
autobiographies of the age. If a 
similar vote of novel readers were 
taken, that is of those who read for 
diversion, to kill time or to dispel 
ennui, M. Proust would not feel flat- 
tered. I am led to this conclusion 
from experiment. I asked a man of 
middle age in Paris whose early days 
had been given over to art and his 
maturity to humanism to read ‘‘A 
lL, Ombre des Jeunes Filles an 
Fieurs,"" which was awarded the 
Goncourt Prize three years ago. He 
reluctantly admitted, after many 
trials, that it was impossible. I 
asked a lady 
been devoted to French fiction all 
her life to read ‘*‘ Sodome et Gomor- 
rhe.*" Although that was a long time 
ago, even now she has not accom- 
plished the task. I asked a French- 
man who facilitates his taste for lit- 
erature by acting as proprietor of a 
bookshop in New York, in which I 
sought to purchase *‘ Du Cote 
Chez Swann,”’ if he had ever read it.

An obscure cousin of Napo- 
leon III., a certain Pierre Bonaparte, 
must be mentioned, and so we are 
informed that “ his private life, in 
spite of an aptitude for minor poetry, 
was mainly morganatic."” Even the 
tragic fate of the Prince Imperial is 
set off by comic relief: ‘‘ The mili- 
tary conduct of the Zulu War was 
in the cautious but incompetent 
hands of Lord Chelmsford, whom the 
Prime Minister [Disraeli} retained in 
the command from motives of deli- 
cacy, because he was the son of a 
distinguished lawyer whom the fam- 
ity incompetence had compelled him 
to exclude from the Woolsack eleven 
years previously. The cogency of 
the reason will be readily apparent 
to any student of the British sys- 
tem.”’ 

The trouble with Mr. Guedalla’s 
cleverness is chiefly quantitative. 
There is too much of it. Instead of 
permitting himself the luxury of oc- 
casional dullness and his readers the 
satisfaction of a momentary doze, he 
is perpetually ing himself to be 
clever until at es he gets on our 
nerves. He parf§cularly tires us with 
his repeated es about legislators 
and Ministers of State, who are de- 
scribed alternately as ‘* orators ’’ and 
‘‘ old men.’" In the present age of 
cheap newspapers and convenient 
radios the pompous resounding ora- 
tors of two generations ago may seem 
out of place and a bit old-fashioned, 
but why should their graves be 
danced upon? To as young a man as 
the author, ‘‘ old men” no doubt 
appear hopeless, but why should all 
the mistakes of the past be visited 
upon the helplessness of the old men, 
and, as a matter of fact, do old men 
habitually go about ‘* murmuring in- 
cantations "’ 7 

The young author belongs to a sad 
and disillusioned generation. The 
Boisheviki have not brought the 
millennium to Russia any more than 
the great war has brought order and 
prosperity to the world. Statesmen 
have not prevented bloodshed and 
warriors have not assured peace. 
Fine things have been said, but hor- 
rible things have been done. Such 
truths affect the author’s style. All 
his characters are either insincere or 
stupid: they invariably strike “ atti- 
tudes" and make ‘* gestures.” On 
a single page, in the description of 
the Revolution of 1848, there are 
three ‘* gestures,”” one by the Arch- 
bishop of Paris, a second by the 
National Assembly, and a third by 
the commanding General. Yet only 
a disillusioned young man could per- 
ceive gestures in the agony of the 
first, the alarm of the second, and 
the determination of the third. 

From innumerable gestures and 
attitudes proceeds a manner which is 
reminiscent of that earlier brood of 
the disillusioned, that brood of 
French and English decadents and 
imagists at the end of the last cen- 
tury. Everything has a “ flavor,” 
variously identified as ‘*‘ vague,”’ 
** queer,"’ “ strange,” and ‘* quaint.” 
Light is much employed, but it is 
continually playing tricks; rarely is 
it a “clear light”; more often it is 
a ‘‘ gray light ’’; ‘* gray dawns’’ are 
very common (the author lives in 
England) ; there are numerous 
‘** faint reflections”; “ shadows fall 
across,” and lights “ fall obscurely ” 
and ‘‘ flicker out.” Things trail, 
}too; sometimes they “‘ trail on”; 
j again they “‘ trail about ”; and anon 
|they “‘ trail off.’’ The one hopeful 
}sign in Mr. Guedalla’s Iterary man- 
| nerisms is his frequent use of the 
healthy out-of-door word “ fumble.” 

The book is delightfully printed 

and decently illustrated, though it

A 
blue-tented Peking cart, drawn by a 
hatidsome white mule, pushes stur-

basket ladle send a silver spray over 
A vendor of coal balls 
somehow manages to find a path for 
his heavy wheelbarrow through the 
maze of traffic. And everywhere go 
the rickshaws, with their coolies 
light and fleet. 

Along Embroidery Street the shops 
and the little hutungs which lead off 
from it look mild enough, but if 
you step inside and betray a respon- 
sive disposition you will discover a 
wealth of gorgeous Oriental color. 
Silks that wif stand alone, brocades 
rich and heavy, delicate gauze in yel- 
low and blue, sumptuous embroid- 
eries and silk tapestry, ermines and 


foxes and sables, coats that have 
been worn by mandarins and em 
perors. You begin to realize thac 


here is undreamed-of luxury, that 
life behind the walls of many com- 
pounds was rich and fastidious. Vis- 
tas open to the imagination, wéalth 
and color trailing through them. 

Silver Street is explored next and 
then Flower Street with its dainty 
artificial blossoms and butterflies, its 
beads and kingfisher headdresses 
and ornaments. Crossing the wide 
road that leads south from Hatamen 
and observing with delight the carved 
and gilded shop-fronts and strange 
colorful signs, you maké your way 
through winding lanes to the Chinese 
“ Tiffany and spend an enchanted 
hour under his smiling guidance with 
jades and tourmalines, aquamarines 
and coral. Jasmine-flower tea and 
honey dates and crisp little cakes are 
served to you, and you linger, rested 
and refreshed. 

A gorgeous fmeral procession is 
passing as you Crtes Hatamen Street 
m leaving, its silken canopies and 
banners high above the crowd. Paper 
reproductions of evetything used in 
life by the mandarin Wyo is dead fol- 
low after, from tollet articles and 
pots of flowers to a hone and car 
riage. Mourners in white henpen gar- 
ments precede the huge cétafalque, 
draped im red Tibetian sain and 
borne on the shoulders of many rag- 
ge@ bearers. Just behind it walks 
@ coolie holding a cage containing 
a single chicken. A sedan-chair 
covered with white follows with the 
chief mourners, and behind it in 
chairs and Peking carts, all draped 
in white, ride the members of the 
family. With its color and move- 
ment, its accompaniment of drums 
and cymbals, its white paper cash 
thrown in the sun, it seems a not 
unpleasant journey that the dead 
mandarin is taking.

So he 
dodges, as it were, from one to an-j| 
other. Instead of the awe and in- 
spiration of the actual encounter, | 
steadily visible and dramat ie we have 
a patent absurdity.

What is the matter with acting on the} 
Stage? Is there any imaginable reason | 
why the Ghost.is relegated to inter-| 
stellar space while the King is re- 
quired to rub noses with the audience? 
The reason, such as it is, apparent- 
ly lies in the new art of stage decora- | 
tion, which Mr. Jones professes and 
Mr. Hopkins still patronizes, in spite} 
of the mischief it has done him. In} 


theory it is plausible enough. Scenery | 


should give the mood of the play sym- | 
bolically, in the manner of Gordon 
Craig. Thus the Tower of London} 
éominated ‘‘ Richard III.” In ‘ Mac-| 
beth ” a dining-room screen snipped| 
into the similitude of three Gothic 
arches, symbolized the castle of the | 
Thane—and the public blamed Lionel | 
3arrymore for failure to create illu- | 
sion! The symbol of ‘‘ Hamlet” is| 
a massive flight of steps flanked by | 
two castle walls and leading up to} 
the platform, beyond a high arch| 
through which the heavens shine. | 
The dining-room screen, which did| 
gervice as Macbeth’s castle, was ca- | 
pable of being ‘‘shifted,” and the} 
“ower of London measurably so; but | 
these steps are solid carpentry occu- | 
yying, roughly, two-thirds of the 
playing space. No force of stage) 
hands could wrestle with them on} 
even terms, so there they stand. Mr. 
Jones’s ‘‘ symbol” has usurped the | 
rightful domain of the players, the} 
prea needful to the creation of any 
genuine dramatic effect.

ing to create situations that will assist 
her to a divorce. 

Rose accepts the invitation, and so 
deftly turns the tables on thé wife

‘Which is one way of indicating one 
thing that’s the matter with the movies. 

And the fault ig primarily with con- 
tinulty-writing. Directors, of course, 
have the pernicious habit of making up 
their pictures as they go along. They 
often stick in scenes that have no place 
fm the photoplays they take charge of, 
and title writers more frequently insert 
eubtities that are not only unnecessary 
Put actually destroy scenes sufficient in 
themselves. But the excuse for all this} 
fs that continuities are incomplete. The 
directors and title writers, being com- | 
Pelled to make additions, take pboto- 
plays entirely into their own hands and 
reconstruct them to sult themselves. If, | 
however, continuities were complete, if | 
continuity writers were real cinema | 
composers and thought out their scen- 
arios in terms of beautiful and expres- | 
sive motion pictures, it would be posalble | 
to curb those who itch to reconstruct |} 
them. 

It is apparent, then, that the continu- | 
tty is of first importance, and trat most 
of the photoplays you see would be a 
great deal better than they are if they | 
had been made according to the speci-| 
fications of complete, pictorially con- 
structed continuities. 

Nor is this merely the flitting opinion | 
of an outsider. Practical picture men |} 
have often emphasized the point, among |

‘*And what does the public expect? 
Good stories, told in a logical and con- 
Vincing manner. Who is primarily re- 
eponsible for turning out stories of that 
kind? The scenarist, or continuity 
writer. The producer gets an outline for 
@ great play. It has big dramatic situa- | 
tions. He talks it over with his director, 
his star. Then the story is turned over |

let us say ‘careless.’ The situations are 
not made logical. The picture is shown 
to the public which, in these times, is 
discriminating, and often it insults their 
intelligence; and this is our danger. 

“If every producer would bear in mind 
that his picture is 60 per cent. made in 
the scenario department, there would be 
more Big Time pictures. The picture 
should never be made worse than the 
story. It is for the continuity writer 
to see that the story is developed logi- 
cally before it reaches the camera, and 
for the director to see that the picture 
lives up to the strength of story and con- 
tinuity. We are facing a big danger in 
finding out how we are going to satisfy 
the public in motion pictures, 

“The remedy is better scenario writ- 
ers. The stories must be made more 
logical. 

‘“We have improved from the stand- 
point of direction. Scenario writing as 
is being turned out is, to me, 
the weak spot in the making of pictures 
today. Weak not only in the continuity, 
the arrangement of situations, but. in 
seeming lack of knowledge as to 
what actually pleases or displeases the 


| entertainment-loving public. 


“The scenario writer of today is too 
inclined to ‘ hackneyism ’ in writing. He 
will get away from that by studying 
the effect of plays on audiences. 

*‘Our producers have much to learn 
from this season’s offerings, and if they 
are wise they will apply the remedies 
which they know are needed. It is only 


| by facing a situation squarely that a 


fight is won—and our biggest fight right 
now is to give the public stories with 
developed logically 
by scenario writers, and directed with 
great respect for tempo and characteri- 
gation.”’ 


Agreeing with Mr. Rowland ts Edwin 
Carewe, the director, who is now at 
work on ‘ Mighty Lak A Rose’’ for 
First National. He says: 

“The director is usually made ‘ the 
goat’ when a picture turns out to be 
mediocre, but frequently the fault les 
with the continuity writer.

NEWS OF OPERA FOLK. 


Leo Blech, Musical Director of the Ber- 
in State Opera, will be first conductor 
of the Wagnerian festival this 
Winter at the Ma attan Opera House.

AS ROLAND HAYES SINGS.

The Berlin paper continued: ‘‘ Mister 
Hayes slings Brahms, Schumann, De- 
and Moussorgsky. He is known 
admirer of classical music. His 
however, is in negro

great artistic gifts lend a profound sBig- 
nificance. Mister Hayes lives in London 
and has spent only a short time in 

Paris, in order to sing in private salons. 
In the Autumn he jis to return and give 
his first public concerts. Even the most 
serious critics praise his art as a singer 
and his phenomenal voice.’’ It was evi- 
dent, in conclusion, that this unusual 
artist was likely later to go on te 
Berlin. 

On the same day when the Tageonlatt’s 
correspondent wrote from Paris The 
Daily Telegraph was reporting the 
tenor’s return to the stage in London. 
“Mr. Roland Hayes goes on from 
strength \to Strength, adding to his skill 
as he adds to his répertory,” said the 
English eritic. ‘Not -all our classical 
singers would treat Handel’s ‘ Where’er | 
You: Walk’ or Bassani’s ‘ Posate, Dor- 
mite’ quite in the way Mr. Hayes tréats 
those arias, nor would the singers of 
modern music adopt the samé Dresdén 
‘It Was a Lover 
and His Lass’ in Roger Quilter’s new 
setting: Perhaps Mr. Quilter himself 
is somewhat to blame here. But it was 
for the fine group of Spirituals that we 
were most grateful to Mr. Hayes.

t must be granted that a wholly dis- |

Some composers seem to think that the | 
cathedral of art is built entirely of gar- 
goyles.

Musical humor also is difficult to| 
achieve. Unless the composer gives it | 
a title which leads tis to expect some- 
thing laughable, we are not sure wheth- 
er a plece of music is funny or not. 
Jokes in instrumental musio are rarely 
laughed at by an audience, unless they 
are of an unmistakable slap-stick va- 
riety. Does any one even smile at 
‘Till Eulenspiegel *? Yet I suspect} 
that Strauss wrote it as a bit of humor. 

One does not have to study the science 
of harmony in order to enjoy ' music. 
But, once. having studied it, the stu- 
dent's critical faculties demand a re- | 
sponse written in cold logic. It {is not! 
enough that the music of Schoenberg | 
or Casella express strange feelings | 
which arrest by the very unusualness | 
of the idiom they employ. The trained 
musician expects the idiom itself to be 
plainly subjeet to analysis; his intellect 
asserts Its right to be eatisfied. If mu- | 
sic by an advanced modernist is the 
result of whim, caprice, ‘* protest ’”’ or | 
supposed ‘‘ inspiration ’’ (and I am sure 
that .much contemporary music is 80 | 
concelved), the composer is indeed an | 
guest in the company of the 
great intellects who have worked out | 
their effects of harmony by dint of hard 
thinking along definite paths. I must 
the term ‘plainly subject to} 
analysis,’’ for every chord connection | 
should reveal its technical meaning to | 
a well-educated musician, without un- | 
effort on his part. The technical | 
n yp must not hide under the pre- 
tense issuing from a logic so subtle 
as to rn positively undiscoverable. Such 
harmony may impress by its very elu- 
siveness. 

Thoughtful musicians will not be warm 
toward any completely new organiza- 
tion of harmony unless it is proved to 
their reason that the new has advan- 
tages over the old, or that the old is 
incapable of continuing its evolution. As 
a matter of fact, the traditional system 
offers vistas of inexhaustible develop- 
ment. Witness the new songs of Carl 
Engel, or the instrumental music of 
Ernest Bloch. The typical modes of 
expression employed by these compos- 
ers are very different from each other, | 
and though each represents a harmonic 
development so intricate as to approach 
a language new enough to satisfy the 
reddest ’’’ of us, yet it resolves back | 
into the ordinary elements of the har- | 
mony textbook. These men may speak 
a new dialect, but the old roots are 
there.

‘““MODERN” MUSIC, 

Precisely what ‘‘modern’’ means no 
One is able to say, thinks Ernest New- 
man, writing in The Manchester Guard- 
jan. There has been ‘‘ modern” music 
in every epoch, however. It is an error 
to suppose that this music met with 
nothing but contemporary opposition; as 
a matter of fact it at once made friends 
for itself among the best musicians of 
its own day. But that may have been 
because it was written by the first-rate 
composers of the period. The trouble 
with what is now called, in sectarian 
circles, ‘‘modern’’ music is that no 
really first-rate man is writing it. 
Stravinsky and Schédnberg were first- 
rate men at one time, but both are now 
negligible. The numerous other exploit- 
ers of ‘‘modern’’ devices, in every 
country, are, without exception, second 
or third rate. And the London public 
has at last discovered that fact. 

It has hissed more than one French 
or Russian work during the last couple 
of years. It still preserves a certain 
respect for Stravinsky, because of his 
earlier and greater music;-and so it is 
polite to such a work as the ‘' Night- 
ingale’’ Suite (given at last week’s 
Philharmonic concert), just as it is po- 
lite to some work of Beethoven or Mo- 
zart that it knows to be inferior: so 
natural is reverence to man that it is 
hard for most people to believe a par- 
ticular sample of wine is as bad as it 
really is, so long as the bottle bears the 
label of one of the great vineyards, But 
even after making all allowances for 
what the music of the ‘‘ Nightingale ’’ 
suffered by being taken out of the the- 
atre, the general impression was that.on 
the whole it is pretty poor stuff. 


Talent but No Genius. 


It would be difficult to name ten 
composers under 50 in the whole of 
Europe, thinks Ernest Newman, who 
look like being of any significance in 
another twenty, or even ten, years. 
Neither France, Spain, Italy, Germany, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary nor Russia 
seems to possess a single young com- 
poser ot genuinely first-rate quality.

Palestine Industries Thriving,

WENTY-FIVB years have elapsed 
since Theodor Herzl, the founder 
of the Zionist Organization, 
called the Jews of the whole 
world to the first Zionist Con- 

gress in Basle, where the Zionist Or- 
ganization was established. The dream 
of Theodor Herzl was to get from the 
Sultan, who then ‘ruled Palestine, a 
charter for the establishment of a na- 
tional home there for the Jews. ‘The 
efforts of Herzl to obtain this charter 
failed, and he died in 1904 without hav- 
ing achieved his object. Nor did his 
successors, as leaders of the Zionist 
Organization, succeed in getting any 
political concessions from the Turkish 
Government. 

It was not until 1917, in the days when 
the English Army began its conquest of 
Palestine, that Herzl’s dream of a char- 
ter was realized to a certain degree. The 
English Government issued the state- 
ment, afterward called the Balfour Dec- 
laration, that it regarded with sympathy 


the aspiration of the Jews to rebuild a/ 


national home in Palestine, and would 
further these aspirations by every means 
at its command. The 
endorsed later by other governments, 
including those of France, Belgium and 
Japan, and -America, first through 
Woodrow Wilson, later through Presi- 
dent Harding, and finally through a 
resolution which passed 
both houses of Congress, added her 
moral sanction to that of the others.

Despite the differences between condi- 
tions in America and in Palestine, there 
is room for capital and men in Palestine 
}—-more than that, there is a demand. 
Take an instance which will appeal par- 
ticularly to the American—namely, real 
estate. The American has the reputa- 
tion of being the best developer of land 
values in the world. In Palestine there is 
room for real estate experts. Land can be 
| bought either to be developed into urban 
quarters or garden cities. In both cases 
investment will pay. The already exist- 
ing mortgage banks, which are doing a 
safe business at a rate of profit of 8 
per cent., have not sufficient means. 
There !s room for a large private bank

Practical men are now asking for pre- 
cise information as to the industries 
functioning, the needs of the country, 
and the definite possibilities. What room 
is there for capital in Palestine?) What 
call is there for immigration? What 
are the prospects for both? 

Some information may be gleamed by 
contrasting Palestinian needs and con- 
ditions with America. Palestine immi- 
grants face conditions far different from 
those peculiar to this cauntry. The im- 
migrant to Palestine does not go to a 
country of large and expanding indus- 
tries, always able to provide room for 
more energies. He goes more or less as 
a pioneer. He goes to a country in which 
he must, to a large extent, create a 
place for himself, or in which a place 
must be specially prepared for him. He 
cannot go to Palestine without plans, 
trusting to the largeness of its life to 
find automatic adjustment for himself. 
There must be a job or an enterprise 
for the man. In the first place he must 
go with special abilities; in the second 
he must also bring capital with him. 

Palestine is a country which fs still 
being prepared for the immigrant and 
it is symptomatic of the new state of 
affairs that this preparation is going on 
steadily. The principal instruments at 
work in this task of preparation are 
those supplied by. the Zionists.

This condition could and should 
be relleved by co-operation between the 
countries interested and the League. 

‘The question of minors seeking em- 
ployment abroad, especially the employ- 
ment of women in theatres, was taken 
up by the Advisory Committee and reso- 
lutions passed recommending that com- 
petent authorities be invited to warn 
them, before passports were issued, 
against the risk of accepting engage- 
ments without strict inquiry. The Gov- 
ernments have been asked to ascertain 
the conditions under which girls are 
employed as performers, and to super- 
vise as far as possible such employ- 
ment. 

“ Prétection of women and children 
is becoming more and more a world 
problem, and the nations are beginning 
to see and accept their responsibility 
as members of one great family. Dele- 
gates came to Geneva from Japan and 
Uruguay. John Bassett Moore and Dr. 
Hall were there from the United States 
on invitation as advisers. Women from 
India came to listen and observe. 

‘‘While moral and social standards 
differ in different races and different 
countries, there is everywhere an inter- 
est in the protection of women and 
children and a growing tendency to 
safeguard them by means of national 
and international legislation, domestic 
and juvenile courts and voluntary or- 


ganizations. An _ interesting phase of 
preventive guardianship is the work of 
the London policewomen under Mrs. 
Sofia Stanley, Superintendent of the 
Women's Division.’“This division ts a 
part of the uniformed police force and 
its function is to protect and advise giris 
and women found loitering in bad com- 
pany, in trouble, or obviously on the 
way to trouble. They do not make ar- 
rests. If the Mecessity arises, they call 
upon a male member of the force. 
“It is recognized that as a country 
the United States leads in effective leg- 
islation for the protection of women and 
children. The work done by our Immi- 
gration eet in excluding’ smd | 
deporting aliens associated with immor- 
al traffic, and that of the Department 
of: Justice in apprehending traffickers 
and bringing them to justice, has accom- 
plished much.

Large Stock Dividends Justified 


From Viewpoint of Business 


Held to Be the Only Legal Method of Transferring Sarplus to 


Capital—Prospective Taxation Seen as a Minor Issue 
—What Distributions Mean. 


By LINDSAY RUSSELL. | 


PECULATION has been stimulated 
and ‘political attacks on corpora- 
tions inspired by the recent dec- 
laration of large stock dividends. 
The word dividend in this connec- 

tion is unfortunately misleading. Web- 
ste: defies a dividend as one person's 
share of money that is to be divided or 
distributed. A stock dividend is merely 
evidence of ownership taxable when 
eashed only at a profit. The Supreme 
Court has said that a stock distribution 
is in essence the direct opposite of a 
dividend. The stockholder is not a dol- 
lar richer nor the corporation a dollar 
poorer. Not infrequently the very ob- 
ject of a stock increase is to lower a 
dividend rate which has become too! 
high, representing, as it does, earnings | 
on both capital and surplus. For in-| 





atance, four shares of stock are issued | 
for one.. The rate is cut from 20 per| 
cent. to 6 per cent., the stockholder’s| 
dividend return remaining unaltered. | 
The question in the public mind is why | 
#0 many corporations have made a stock 
distribution, particularly at this time. 


The answer is: 

It is the only legal method of trans- | 
ferring surplus to capital. With a busi- | 
ness man or a partnership it is merely 
@ matter of bookkeeping. With a cor-| 
poration there must be a consent of the | 
stockholders and an issue of new stock | 
representing new capital. }

The question of taxation of surpluses 
as such is relative. For instance, a 
State, city or county can get along with- 
out a surplus, having the power to tax | 
—che most potent of all methods for 
raising money. A public service cor- 
poration by the aid of Government can 
raise its rates and tide itself over a 
perlod of depression, but the dividing 
line is crossed when we touch industrial 
and financial corporations. 

An industrial corporation. without a 
surplus is without credit and usually is 
unable to tide over periods of depres- 
sion. It is a menace to business gen- 
erally; whereas, corporations that have 
anticipated evil days by building up a 
surplus act as stabilizers—much as_ the 
Federal Reserve System does for banks, 
Surplus in dull times keeps plants going,

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Moral ideals have been the element most 
lasting in our government.

Dr. Cutten dwelt chiefly in the inau- 
gural address at Colgate to which ref- 
erence has been made on the short- 
comings, opportunities and duties of 
educational institutions; but, interesting 
as his ideas on that subject are, this 
interview had to be held, on account of 
space requirements, within the boun- 
daries of politics. The proposal to dils- 
franchise the mentally unfit in order to 
set up an intellectual aristocracy in- 
volves a kind of class cruelty. How 
will the voter behave toward his fellow 
who cannot vote? How will the sister 
treat the brother whose limitations have 
excluded him from the ballot? Will not 
this disfranchised element become a 
class subject to humiliations as bitter 
as slavery? 

Dr. Cutten says the classification 
along mental lines is taking place al- 
ready, whether or not we recognize it 
politically. 


‘* Already we are building up a caste | 


system as rigid as that in India,’’ he 
asserted. ‘‘We are now examining 
children in the public schools, and find 
all grades of intelligence from im- 
becility to genius. We are told that the, 
intelligence quotient of a child rarely 
changes, so that we can tell from his 
early life what the limit of his intel- 
ligence is, what class of vocation he 
is fitted for, what, in fact, his destina- 
is. In the future children will not 
undertake, as they grow up, work too 
advanced for their ability.

Thousands of Turkish peasants were 
massacred, and thousands of others, who 
fled before the enemy, filled the narrow 
streets of Constantinople. The Bul- 
garian army was knocking at the door 
of the Turkish capital. Halidé-Hanum 
was busy day and night, giving lectures, 
organizing relief, writing articles and 
coliecting money for the refugees. Ths 
most powerful article that she wrote at | 
that time was a patriotic appeal, pur- 
porting to be an address from Othman, 
the founder of the Turkish Empire, to 
the living Sultan, exhorting him to duty 
and to the defense of the capital, which 
was threatened by the enemy. 


In order to get a better understand- 


ing of Halid6é Hanum’s character, let 
us reproduce a paragraph of one of her 
lectures given at that time to the Turk- 


ish women, to whom she tried to show 
the gravity of the situation. ‘* What- 
ever may come,” she said, ‘ let us be 
assured that the Turkish race will not 
die; that it has immortal life, Even if 
wexmust stand against the world, let 
our love for our nation give us courags; 
let us solemnly cdvenant that in our 
struggle we will shrink from no ob- 
stacle or sacrifice; and when finally we 
close our eyes in death, let our con- 
gcience repeat the words, »' For the 
Turkish people, I have not slept by night 
nor rested by day.’ ”’

Framing each door. and 
window there are fluted pilasters, Ionic 
capitals and an entablature of archi- 
trave, frieze and cornice, treated. with 
dentils and modilllons, which give it 
great dignity.

A Gadsby’s Tavern Interior, 


Another fine old Virginia room, rich 
in historical associations, is ‘the large 
ball room, 48 feet by 22,: from’ Gadsby’s 
tavern at Alexandria, erected in 1798. 
This room contains two large, fine 
paneled chimney breasts, surmounted by 
broken curved pediments, six windows, 
three doors with curved pediments and 
@ small hanging musician’s balcony in 
the middle of one long wall. 

Situated but a few miles from Mount 
Vernon, this tavern was long the centre 
of the social life of the Virginia gentry 
with whom Washington loved to be 
classed. It was at the Gadsby tavern 
that General and Mrs, Washington at- 
tended his birthnight celebration on Feb. 
22, 1788. Lafayette also was féted and | 
dined there on his visit in 1824. 

Stil another old Virginia home has 
furnished a beautiful room for the mu- 
seum, a type of early nineteenth century 
interior found in Petersburg. This is 
highly decorated with applied composi- 
tion ornament and has elaborate archi- 
tectural features. The chimney breast is 
flanked by arched recesses; pilasters | 
with Ionic capitals rest upon ‘a low 
wainscot and the entablature is heavy 
and ornate.

Maryland and the home of the planter 
and country gentleman of the eighteenth 
century are reflected-in a room which 
comes from Oriole, Md. Its walls are 
paneled with a mantelpiece flanke:! by 
fluted pilasters and tall wali .u_swurds 
set in arched frames having shel] tops 
behind their doors. Very delicate and 
charming are the walls of a room from 
a house in Pratt Street, Baltimore, one 
of the most beautiful known to students 
of American architecture. It has plaster 
walls above a low wainscot, its fireplace 
is flanked elliptically by arched re- 
eesses, and the doorways have fluted 
pilasters or three-quarter elliptical col- 
umns, Under the windows are oval 
panels. 

The museum officials have been un- 


able fo find any good example of archi- 


tectural style of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, but in view of the interest in 
seventeenth century art, will construct 
two rooms of this period, with their in- 
tervening hallway, embodying the best 
features of the period. 

For the furnishings of its rooms show- 
ing the arts and crafts of early times 
the museum has been bringing together 
treasures of all kinds, obtained as op- 
portunity offered, but for one single lot 
the Bolles collection, presented by Mrs. 
Sage, is superior to all. H. Hugene 
Bolles, a Boston l!awyer, began to col- 
lect before most of the antique seekers. 
He collected everything from the early 


days to the nineteenth century and alsas* 


purchased from collections of two other 
workers in the same line which were 
dispersed. Some idea of the extent of 
the collection may be obtained from tke 


| 434 pieces of furniture, exclusive of pew- 


ter, other examples of metal work, 
leather work and textiles, which it em- 
braces. There are 144 pieces of the sev- 
enteenth century, partly of native and 
partly of English work, and 258 pieces 
of the eighteenth century. Thirty-four 


| pieces are of the early nineteenth cen- 


tury. There are court and press cup- 
boards, tables, chairs, stools and boxes 
of native woods, and elegant walnut and 


| mahogany highboys, lowboys and chests 
|}of drawers, desks and mirrors made in 
| this country as well as in England. 


When the building is completed the 
museum will install its rooms and fur 


jnish them according to the times and 
| styles, 


This will provide students an 
opportunity to see the development of 
our inherited local styles in materials, 
shapes and ornaments, and indicate to 
what extent we can claim a native art. 

In addition to its rooms for the in- 
terior of the new wing, the museum 
owns an entire house, the Wentworth- 
Gardner house, from Portsmouth, N. H., 
which it hopes at some future day to 
set up as one side of a quadrangle of 
which the new wing of early American 


| art is to form another side. It also has 


|large fireplace opening, above which are | outsides Colonial doorways which it will 


introduce into the quadrangle. 

In opening this new American wing 
the museum is following the latest de- 
velopment of museum work as taken up 
in Switzerland, Germany, Norway and 
Sweden, intended to show the arts and 


\crafts along national lines. Tre Nationa] 


Museum of Munich has a building de- 


voted to the purpose with seventy-six, 


galleries and rooms. The Swiss National 
Museum at Zurich has sixty-two rooms, 
great and small; including chapels and 
courtyards. In “this country the Essex 
Institute at Salem has installed several 
rooms and moved- into its grounds a 
seventeenth century house with rooms 
furnished in the period. The Rho 

Island School of Design has built an 
addition to its museum building with 
collections of American and English arts 
arranged in accordance with the princi- 
ples of such museums as the Zurich. 


HONORS FOR NOTED TREES, 


EN of New York State’s historical 
trees have been identified through 
a@ prize contest recently conducted 

by the New York State College of For- 
estry at Syracuse University. First prize 
was awarded for the ‘‘ Scythe tree’’ at 
Waterloo. Its history dates back to 1861, 
when James. Wyburn Johnson, learning 
that Fort Sumter -had- been fired on, 
came in from the field - bringing -his 
scythe, which he placed in a smail 
Balm of Gilead tree near the house. With 
the final remark, ‘‘ Leave the scythe in 
the tree- until I return,’’ he enlisted and 
was mortally wounded.in North Caro- 
lina, dying in 1864. In the meantime 
the six-inch sapling had begun to grow 
about the blade of the scythe,

EFORE the assassination of Wal- | 
ter Rathenau Gérmany was a 
republic with few republicans.

The foundation of 
the republic became sounder and a vast 
majority of the German people became 
republicans.

Change in the Situation.

There- 
after instead of the Allles paying for 
war purchases In the United States 
out of proceeds of domestic Icans 
and taxes—as they continued to do at 
home and in the neutral States—the 
United States undertook to raise, tem- 
porarily in their belief, the funds req-

The ex- 
changes were supported; inflation was

mies were effected. But it was an alter- 
native device, though an eminently 
proper one. Had the United States ad- 
vanced not a penny the Allies would 
| have been able to acquire their war

that matter Russia, has been able to 
finance purchases in foreign markets.

The Real Issue, 


The “moral” question thus finally 
| resolves itself into the contention that 
| cancellation is at most a belated cor- 
| rection of our escape from a fair share 
|of the war costs. It is not easy to 
| write of this in terms that do not 
offer a loop-hole for collateral con- 
troversy. But the real issue seems to 
me transparently clear. 

Wars have occurred from the .begin- 
nings of organized society and there is 
; little warrant for assuming that an end 
of them has come. Viewed in the retro- 
spect, among the many that accom- 
plished little more for the visitors than 
for the vanquished there loom up 
certain contests the outcome of which 
in the longer vista of historical per- 
spective meant national gain for genera- 
tions far in excess of the immediate 
| price in blood and treasure. The over- 
throw of Carthage, the destruction of 
the Armada, the course of the American 
Revolution, entailed heavy costs upon 
the victor States; but for each in turn 
it assured national existence and politi- 
|} cal sovereignty. The full toll of the 
World War is still to be coumted, and 
there is no common denomigator for 
its horrors and tragedies. 

But if there is to be large appraisal, 
let all the factors be counted. Of terri- 
torial acquisition and reparation quotas 
nothing need be said. But out of the 
welter France has emerged free from 
the menace that for a half century has 
hreatened to reduce her to a vassal 
State and has attained full stature as 
the dominant power of continental Eu- 
rope. England has been left undisputed 
mistress of the seas, with new safe- 
guards for hér far-flung empire. Italy 
bas gained a strategic position upon 
the Mediterranean almost beyond her 
dreams. Liberty has been won by sub- 
ject peoples and nationality has been 
achieved by dependent groups. 

It is in no sordid calculus but in the 
larger sense of historical result that in 
final reply to the ‘‘ moral” plea for 
cancellation the doctrine ubl donum, {bi 
impedimentum may be invoked.

Second, as to “‘ economics.” The argu- 
ment for cancellation on this score sets 
forth that our debtors are bankrupt; 
that they cannot pay now, and will not 
be able to pay in any assignable time; 
| that even if they had the ability to pay 
| the United States has not the capacity to 

receive, inasmuch as payment in the 

only form in which it is hypothetically 
possible would harm us more thas our 
debtors. 

The glaring fallacy which undariles 
both parts of this contention is that ft 
treats the debt as an aggregate demand 
obligation of which the full and {mme- ” 
diate repayment is proposed, instead of 
as a funded indebtedness, the amortiza- 
| tion of which Is to be spread over a long 
term of years, and only the annual inter- 
est charge at a sub-market rate ig in- 
volved. 

Even in Professor Seligman’s thought- 
ful plea for cancellation the ajfernacive 
course is presented again ang again as 
“‘ immediate or early settlemeyt,” “‘ im- 
mediae repayment,” insistense by us 
on immediate payments of debts,"’ “ de- 
mand that they pay now and forth- 
with.” It is true that in a solitary \pas- 
sage a characteristic phrase of this kind, 
“‘an immediate repayment of the debt,” 
jhas a qualified addition ‘‘ or even for 
such a refunding as is contemplated by 
the law.”’ But the overwhelming impres- 
sion left upon the reader‘e mind, doubt- 
less without any such {fetention on the 
part of the writer, is thgz the necessary 

{alternative to cancellatigs, is ‘‘ immediate - 

repayment.” It is upgn this incorrect 
} assumption that the plausibility of the 
so-called ‘‘economic’’ argument for 
} cancellation rests. 


A Puppet ef Straw. 


If the question turyed upon the repay- 
ment of the aggregste debt ‘“‘ now and 
| forthwith,”’ all thay is contended by the 
cancellation groug as to the inability 
of the debtors to yay and the incapacity 
;of the creditors ¢0 recelve might be 
i granted. But this Is clearly a puppet 
of straw, which it is attractive to erect 
only because of the pleasing ease with 
which it may ke toppled over. We are 
| dealing not with a catastrophic repay- 
ment demand gpr eleven billion dollars, 
but with an asnual interest and amorti- 
zation obligagyon of roughly $500,000,000. 
Is this amount beyond the productive 
| ability of ths Alles to pay, and in ex- 








| cess of the absorptive capacity of the 
United Staigs to receive? Of the prac- 
ticability e¢; the debtor exchequers acs 
| quiring command, by appropriate fiscal 
| devices, of such resources, if existent, 
j no question is raised. 

| As to thw economic ability of the 
debtor countries to assume as much as

Criticises System Whick Emphasizes Arrests at Expense of Edu- 
cating Operators in Traffic Responsibility—Intoxi- 
cated Drivers Increasing. 


OTOR VEHICLE regulation, as 

at present enforced in the 

United States, has evidently | 

failed as a means of reducing | 
accidents and making city 

streets and open highways safer for 
those who use them. Despite the fact 
that statistics have often been com- | 
piled showing that in some localities | 
automobile accidents indicate a falling 
percentage in proportion io the nurmber 
of cars in use and population, from pra. 
vious years, a study of the motorss, 
fatalities, reaching the appalling total | 
of 10,168 for 1981, as recently compiled | 
by the Department of Commerce, in- 
dicates that this condition does not 
hold true fof the thirty-four States 
listed in the department’s figures. The 
percentage in 1921 was 11.5 per 100,000 | 
population, as againet 10.4 in 1920. In 
all of the thirty-four States, with one 
excéption, this proportional percentage | 
Was greater in 1921 than in 1917. 


This apparent failure of the existing 
enforcement method, in spite of the re- |

** Under the present system of enforce- | 
ment in Connecticut the arrest and con- | 
viction of an operator carry with it no| 
thought of accident prevention. The | 
operator does not feel that he must be | 
more careful not to have an accident, | 
but merely that he must be more careful 
not to get arrestéd. The psychology | 
of the thing is entirely wrong. | 

“The arrest and conviction of operas | 
tors have not been éffective as an ob- | 
ject lesson to other possible violators } 
because under the short-sighted en-} 
forcement policy no judgment is used | 

by the officers in making arrests, nor 
by the local courts in imposing the pen- | 
alty. The unsuspecting are arrested on 

technicalities. while the flagrant viola- 
tors of common sense rules of safety go 
unharmed, at liberty to contribute to the! 
dangers of motor traffic because bet- 
ter versed in the art of escaping arrest. 

Instead of being an object lesson in 
the importanee of driving with all due 
regard for safety, such enforcement 
educates a certain type of operators to 
more skiliful ways of evading the law. 

It is just this type of operator, above | 
all others, that the law should regulate. 

“The aim of the enforcement. policy 
should be to compel the operator to ob- 
gerve the laws rather than to inflict 
punishment upon him after the laws 
have been violated and injury done. The 

small town constable and his attitude 
toward motorists must go. Motor vehl- 
«cle inspectors must bé sent out with the 
idea of warning operators of their re-| 

sponsibilities, not with the purpose of 
picking off the occasional operator who 
happens to be technically guilty of 
violation. Experience shows that where 
the eénforcement policy is narrow- 
minded the unlucky operators are those 
who get caught, while those who con-| 
stitute a constant menace are able to 
outwit the enforcement officers.”’ | 

Proper education of the operator, Mr. | 
McMurtry believes, will prove tmost ef- | 
ficient in accident prevention. The | 
cause of thé accident should be re-/} 
garded to a greater degree than the re-| 
sult. 

“ Assuming that the operator,’’ he} 
adds, ‘‘ has a working knowledge of the | 
law and accident cause, the next step | 
{se to see that he can fécoghize a situa- 
tion which is covered by a rule and re-| 
member the rule. He may be assisted | 
in this by a verbal or written warning, | 
or by. having his license endorsed to} 
show that his atténtioh has been called 
to that rule. If when given a warning | 
the officer finds that his license has} 
been indorsed for a previous warning | 
for the same offense he should summon | 
the operator to court. | 

*“‘It is this system of education and 
warning that will separate the uninten- 
tional violator from the criminal or ine | 
tentional violator. When this is accom- | 
plished, the unintentional violator will 
not fear the enforcement officer. On| 
the contrary, he will look to him as a/| 
protection and will co-operate and assist | 
the officer in every way. This condi- | 
tion existed to a considerable extent in | 
Connecticut until the Motor Vehicle In- 
spection Department was absorbed by 
the State Police Department. } 

‘*The operator who cannot profit by 
education arid warning is the man we 
must eliminate from the highways, tem- 
porarily or permanently.” 


Law Arouses Besontment 


Mr. McMurtry criticised the attitude 
of resehtiicnt usuélly shown by motor- 
ists when stopped and asked to show 
their operating Ucenge card. He cailed 
it unthinkable for a State to walt until 
something happens before it is able to 
ascertain whéther the operator is 
lcensed. 

“ Public opinion,’ he #aid, “ has con- 
demned the procedure of surprising op- 
erators with a Statewide license in- 
spéction a& an Injustice, It would seem 
that if the State made clear the pur- 
poss of such inspection public opinion 
| would soon endorse the procedure as the 
gsefest, most logical and most effective 
eourse of action, It is essential that 
there should be @ severe penaity for 
| operating a motor..ychicle without a 
license, There are more unlicetised oper 
' gators driving motor véliiclés than one 
would generally suppose.” 

A similar condition has beeh noticed 
in Detroit by Inspector Harry H. Jack- 
gon, head ef the Police Traffic Division 
in that city, Jn discussing motor acci- 
Gents and prevention be recently atated:

Since that experience, however, Dr. 
Copeland has constantly preached the 
need of unceasing vigilance to save this 
country from the infection of typhus, 
cholera, bubwnic plague and other 
diseases raging in Europe, and his cam- 
paign has resulted in considerably in- 
creased appropriations by Congress for 
this work. When he was asked what 
he thought he could accomplish in the 
Senate, Dr. Copeland looked out of a 
window in his office, waved an arm at 
a large section of the east side and 
sald: 

‘Do you see that square mile there?

The most interesting of recent dis- 
cussion about the past of the earth 
concerns the von Wegener theory, put 
forth some years ago. This theory | 
assumes that the continents and the 
crust of the earth are afloat on the} 
core of the earth. Recently the thick- 
ness of this crust has been put at sev- 
enty-one miles. Observations at Ukiah, 
In California, have shown that the sur- 
face of the earth there was moving 
north at the rate of one foot a year. 
This motion of the earth's crust -has | 
been confirmed in many other places. 
An effort also has been made by von 
Wegener to show from records that 
Greenland had moved some 1,700 feet 
within a comparatively few years. 
The whole face of the earth has been 
changed by this supposed floating of 
the continents. According to the Ger- 
man, some parts of the land have been 
squeezed into mountain ranges by pres- 
sure from one section and resistance 
from another, and elsewhere continents 
and islands have broken away from 
other continents. Von Wegener has con- 
structed plastic maps to show how 
mountain ranges could be flattened out, 
certain low levels raised; islands and 
peninsulas fitted together, Africa dove- 
tailed upon South America and both 
drawn southward and attached to what 
was the continent of Antarctica. | 

Following this theory, land might 
have floated, in millions of years, from 
hot climates to cold, but this would not 
fully account for the ice ages, because 
the earth cooled off during that period 
and no mere shift of continental areas 
would have produced it. The usual be- 
lief among astronomers is that the sun, 
from some unknown cause, undergoes a 
regular variation over long periods, 
belng damped down for an age and then 
fired up for another. The suggestion of 
Dr. Shapley that the passage of the 
solar system through cosmic dustclouds 
might modify climates has received a 


good deal of study because of the dis- 
covery of great areas of sky where stars 
are blackened out by some intercepting 
material,

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REGULATES APPRENTICES. | PRINCIPAL FACTORS 


Australia Thus Assures Itself of a 
Supply of Trained Workers. 


Australia has approached the prob- 
lem of assuring a supply of trained 
workers through a compréhensive State 
regulation of..apprenticeship, according 
to a statement issued yesterday by the 
National Industrial Conference Beard, 
10 East Thirty-ninth Street. Informa- 
tion concerning the steps taken in that 
country wags obtained by the board in 
connection with its studies of dévelop- 
ments in industrial education in the 
United States and abroad. 

“The New Sonth. Wales Board of 
Trade,’ said a statement from the Con- 
ference Board, “‘ has formulated in a 
comprehensive . report,. as provided in 
the Industrial Arbitration act of 1912 
and its amendments, the determinations 
and directions which it makes in respect 
to apprentices and the conditions of 
apprenticeship In certain industries, in- 
cluding the building trades, the clothing 
food supply and distribution, furniture, 
iron and shipbuilding, leather and print- 
ting industries and various other mis- | 
cellaneous groups. The report, after 
reviewing the.earlier inquiry made by 
the New South Wales Board of Trade 
into the conditions of apprenticeship in 
industries in 1918, points out the grow- 
ing national concern for systematic and 
comprehensive education for industry. 
The experience of England and South 
Africa in vocational guidance, as well 
as the new day continuation school of 
England established under the English 
Education act of 1918, has been studied 


| by the board in its efforts to solve the 


problem of the general correlation of 
education and industry in its own 
dominion. 


“The technical high schools and col- 


| leges of New South Wales are analyzed 


briefly, and the desirability of daytime 
training over night school is brought 
out. The technical and trade training 
now given in the Government Railway 
workshops is described. and attention 
is called to certain deficiencies in this 
too utilitarian training. 

“The board’s recommendations are 
limited in their operation to male ap- 
prentices, and cover only those indus- 
tries and occupations in which appren- 
tices already had been provided for by 
industrial tribunals. Written contracts 
forms prescribed are réquired, the 
term of apprenticeship for boys under 
17 years being five years in all indus- 
tries, although for adults and in excep- 
tional cases the term may be shortened 


with the board’s consent. <A_ three- 
month probationary period, with not 
nore than four weeks’ additional pro- 


bation, is permitted in all industries. 
. In specified districts, instruction 
f?om State continuation or trade 
school, technical college, instructional 
factory or some other suitable instl- 
tution, approved by the board, must be 
given for not less than five. hours a 
week for not less than three. years. 
Boys under 16 years must receive this 
instruction .in the-employer's.time, and 
other apprentices must be allowed: three 
hours in the week for this purpose. 
Apprentices who satisfactorily complete 
a full course in any such ‘school or 
college, in their own time, may deduct 
such time from their period of appren- 
ticeship and be relieved from the above 
obligation to attend school.

‘* Apprentices are allowed the holl- 
days provided in the awards covering 
their respective industries, or, in leu 


théreof, payment at rates proportionate 
to similar prescribed rates for adults. 
The same proportional rates apply to 
all overtime for apprentices, but no 
overtime is permitted for apprentices 
under 16 years. 

‘The question of wages received care- 
ful thought, consideration being given 
both ‘to the necessity of making the boy 
a gradually- self-supporting unit in his 
community and of attaching him to the 
skilled industries in competition with 
the uneducative occupations which often 
attract the young, and also to the fact 
that the trade education given has a 
distinct monetary value to him. Nor 
training 
under these regulations 
much of their instruc- 
tion is to be given on the empolyer's 
time, while yet they must receive a 
wage commensurate to their needs, may 
place their empolyers at a temporary 
disadvantage. The scale finally an- 
nounced? rages’ from 10s. for: the first 
year of Janvapprentice beginning between 
the ages of 14 and 16, to {£2 5s. for his 
tenth half-year.

OF A-GOOD HOUSE 


Few House Buyers Make Exam. 
ination of Construction, De- 
pending Principally Upon 
External Appearances. 








WHAT TO INSIST UPON 





Basement and Attlo Usually Tell 
Character of Constructlon—Rules 
for Amateur Inepector. 





Declaring that few house buyers exam- 
{ne construction, the Natfonal Lumber 
Manufacturers’ Association has issued a 
statement urging the necess#ty of a care- 
ful examination, and telling how an 
amateur can satisfy himself that a build- 
ing is solid or doubtful. 

The statement says: ‘“‘ Most people buy 
houses in the manner of the man who 
ordered a blue automobile, They pur- 
chase almost wholly on outward appear- 
ances, so far as the physical condition 
of the property is concerned. Paint, var- 
nish and newness sell many houses. 

“Very few purchasers concern them- 
Selves with the invisible construction of 
a house or with external evidences of the 
nature of the internal work. Yet, what 
is not seen largely determines the future 
value of the property, the cost of upkeep 
and the satisfaction of the owner. The 
passing years inevitably reveal the true 
nature of the construction. 

“Yet it is not difficult for a home- 
buyer to find out whether the house ts of 
proper and suitable materials and cor- 
rect methods of construction, says the 
technical department of the Natfonal 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association in 
anteet F< inquiries. 

“The best way, of course, is to have 
the house inspected by some competent 
person, but there are certain fundamen- 
tals which any one may apply for him- 
self with the probability of being guided 
to a correct determination of the intrin- 
sic value of a house. Nobody wants to 
buy a house that will soon develop 
cracked plaster, sagging doors, jam- 
ming windows, floors that spring and 
creak, unsightly open joints in wood- 
work and spaces between casings, base- 
board and floors; leaky roofs, unsightly 
sagging porches, and leaky or spilling 
gutters, swayback gables, &c. 


A Good Foundation. 


“To insure against these annoying 
developments the foundation first should 
be carefully examined, for any settling 
or cracking there is certain to be re- 
flected in the superstructure no matter 
how good. The footing of the founda- 
tion should be wider than the founda- 
tion itself and should be placed below 
the frost line, 

‘If the foundation is not a single unit, 
such as poured concrete, it should be 
carefully inspected to insure that it is 
of good materials well put together,’’ 


Posts Are Important. 


‘In either case the post will eventu- 
ally settle with unpleasant results. The 
piers should be carefully made, flat on 
the bottom and of adequate bearing sur- 
face on the soil underneath. 


Floor Construction. 


*‘ Most houses are safe enough so far 
as the floor supports are concerned, but 
the floor should be rigid and stiff to 
prevent cracking plaster, sagging or 
spring and creaking floors. Joists are 


commonly strong enough for this pur- 
pose, so the stiffness is the ‘main fac- 
tor to be considered, 

‘The determination of this will proba- 
bly require some expert advice, though 
walking. or stamping on the floor. will 
often reveal a weakness The joists 
should have uniform bearings where 
they enter masonry walls. otherwise un- 


even settling will follow with humpy 
floors and loosened nails. 
‘‘ Where joists are not of a single 


timber the two pieces making them up 
should be well and strongly spiked to- 
gether. Joists should be anchored to 
masonry walis about every fourth or 
fifth joist with T-shaped metal straps 
nailed to the side of the joist near the 
bottom, with the top of the T built into 
the wall. This ties the building to- 
gether. Placing the metal strap near 
the bottom of the joist is a precaution 
in, case of fire, so that a burned through 
joist will fall against the wall instead 
of pulling the wall down with it. 

‘‘When joists enter stud walls and 
are supported by a ribbon, that {s, a 
board notched in the edges of. the stud, 
they should be well spiked to the studs 
also. A feature of floor construction 
that is hidden in upper floors but is 
usually in evidence underneath the 
ground floor is the cross-bridging or 
diagonal bracing between the Joists. 

“This bracing keeps the joists in 
alignment. If a joist is not thus sup- 
ported by its fellows it may tilt or bend, 
and cause cracked plaster below and a 
sagging and squeaking floor above. If 
floors do not sag spaces will not be 
opened up between baseboards, casings 
and floors. 


Cut-Off and Holes in Joists. 


‘Bloor joists are often weakened 
through cutting or boring holes in them 


to make room for plumbing or some 
other mechanical equipment. Such 
cuts should not be deeper than one- 


“ About half the weight of a building | 
is carried on the posts, which should 
rest on piers. The posts support a girder 
on which the inner ends of floors joists 
rest, as well as the partitions which 
carry. the upper floors of the house. 
The piers should be higher than the 
basement floor in order to prevent rot 
if the basement should be damp. Often 
the concrete of the floor {s run up 
around the beses of the posts thus seal- 
ing up the end and creating a favorable 
condition for dry rot. 
fifth the depth of the joist below the 
top, and th: ntre of a hole should not 
be more than the same distance from 
the top. These openings should be near 
the end of the beam and never further 
from the end than three times its depth. 
‘Where joists are cut to make open- 
ings for stairways, &c., the joists along 
the side of the openings should be! 
doubled and the loose ends of the cut | 
joists spiked to a ‘header’ which runs 
the opening to the two double | 
joists, | 
‘ The headers. should be of the same 
depth as the joists and of at least 
double thickness. Headers that are 
more than eight feet long should be} 
supported at their ends by metal stir- 
rups from the trimmer or doubled 
joists. 








Bearing Partitions. 


“‘On account .of the arrangement of 
rooms above it is often necessary to | 
have the joists support what are called 
bearing. partitions, which support part 
of the weight of the, upper floors and 
other construction: above them, as well 
as acting as room walls. Such parti- 
tions, if possible, should always be in the 
same vertical plane with like partitions 
above or below. 

The lowest one should always be 
directly over the girder in the base- 
ment. If partitions must rest on joists, 
the one immediately below such a par- 
tition should be doubled, if the partition 
is parallel. 

‘‘In case such a partition is to en- 
close pipes the double joists are placed 
two or three inches apart and con- 
nected with well-nailed blocking except 
where the pipe ts to pass. 

‘When bearing partitions run across 
the joists, which is not often, solid 
bridging of the same size as the joists 
should. unite them directly beneath, and 
the joists should be larger, doubled or 
placed closer together. In. this connec- 
tion it should be noted that it is better 
to increase the. depths of the joists 
rather than to double them. 

‘All bearing partitions that support 
partitions above should. have double 
plates across the top of the studs and 
also at the bottom unless the studs run 





laid across the tops of the ceiling joists, 


top plate of a bearing partition below, 
They should have horizontal braces or 
bridging placed between the studs mid- 
way between the floor and ceiling. If 
more than the weight of the two floors 
is carried by such a stud partition, the 
members of the partition should: be in- 
creased in size. 


Equalizing Shrinkage. 


“The shrinkage of wood cannot be 
entirely eliminated, but ft can be equal- 
ized so that little harm will result. It 
shrinks more across the grain than with 


it, so the amount of lumber with the 
grain horizontal should be as nearly 
equal as possible in different parts of 
the building. 

“A better way to put it would be to 
say that the horizontal grain pieces in 
& cross-section of the outside walls and 
of the bearing partitions should be the 
same, so that their shrinkage will be 
equal, thus eliminating their original 
relations, 


Wallis and Superstructures. 


“Though a good foundation is funda- 
mental, it can be negatived by a poor 
frame, especially in the portions that 
support weight or resist the pressure of 
wind. Plenty of windows are needed, 
but each window necessitates a hole in 
the wall that weakens it unless compen- 
sated. for. 

‘“This is done by proper framing of 


the openings. Their side studs should 
be doubled and a double piece should 
be placed across the top and bottom of 
the ag eae 

oe the opening is more than three 
feet wide it should be trussed across the 
top. The carpenter knows how to do 
it, and will do it if you insist. Nar- 
row openings can be taken care of by 
headers, similar to those mentioned 
above. If these openings as well as 
those for interlor doors are not sub- 
stantially framed, binding or warped 
window and door frames will result, 
necessitating replastering and _ redeco- 
rating in correcting. If a wall with a 
poorly framed opening supports joists, 
the floor will sag. 


Watch the Roof. 


‘*It is sometimes said that the main 
purpose of a building is to support a 
roof. Anyway, a house without a roof 
is not much, and one with a poor roof 
is little better. It is highly important 


that the pitch or slope be ample for 
drainage. 

‘‘If the gutters are placed too high on 
a roof without sufficient pitch they will 
become clogged up with snow and ice in 
the Winter and water will back up un- 
der the roof covering, rotting the roof 
boards and ruining the ceilings.’’ 

‘‘ Tt is exceedingly important that the 
rafters be strong enough to make a good 
job of holding up the roof. The writer 
recently examined a house for a pros- 
pective buyer that was so deficient in 
this respect as to be pathetic and per- 
haps tragic. 

‘It is typical of jerry-built houses 
everywhere, whose sad appearance after 
a few years is charged to frame con- 
struction, instead of to careless if not 
fraudulent work. 

‘‘The East has many eighteenth cen- 
tury frame houses that are standing up 
better today than some of the stone and 
brick houses erected at the same time, 
whereas new suburbs are spotted with 
houses that are ramshackle after a dec- 
ade or lesa. 

‘‘In this particular house the {indi- 
vidual rafters were not stiff enough 
and were sway-backed and sagging and 
there were not enough of them, that is, 
they were too far apart. In the or- 
dinary frame house rafters should be 
not more than twenty inches apart. 

“ It is generally best practice to space 
*‘L’ rafters the same as the studding 
and joists so each rafter end will have 
a solid support. Instead of resting on 
the outside walls, as they should, the 
rafters were supported by thin boards 


and only about one rafter in four rested 
on anything solid underneath, the rest 
of them being spaced between Joists. 
“The roof covering was of slate and 
was heavy enough to bend the thin 
boards, with the result that the eaves 
were as wavy as the edge of a bread 
knife, the ridge humped and the slate 
cracked and falling off. And this house 


had been completed within a month! It 
was brand new,~but already falling 
down. 


‘‘In general, it may be said that the 
construction of a house is good or ab- 
solutely rotten, no matter what its cost 
or elegance. A builder is a good builder 
or a poor builder. If you are building 
a house yourself or are intending to buy 
one that is building you can see for 
yourself that the principles of construc- 
tion here sketched are observed. 

“In the case of a completed house itn- 
spection is more difficult for a layman, 
but usually what you see in the base- 
ment and in the attic will give you a 
key to the whole house.”’

LICENSE LAW AN 


AID T0 REAL ESTATE 





Act Has Helped the Profession 
in New Jersey, Says Com- 
missioner V. P. Bradley. 





LAW WAS MODIFIED THERE 





Its Operation at Present is a Bene- 
fit to Broker as Well as 
Client. 





The first of this season’s monthly 
meetings of members of. the Real Estate 
Board of New York was held at Del- 
monico’s on Wednesday evening. The 
subject was ‘‘ The Licensing of Real Es- 
tate Brokers and Salasmen.”’ 

Commissioner Vincent P. Bradley of 
the New Jersey Real Estate Commission 
spoke on ‘‘ How the License Law Is 
Working in New Jersey,” and Deputy 
Commissioner F. S. McCaffrey of New 
York State spoke on ‘‘ Progress to Date 
in New York City and State.’”’ Charles 
G. Edwards, President of the Real Es- 
tate Board, presided. William H. Dol- 
son, Secretary of the Board, and J. Irv- 
ing Walsh, Treasurer, were at the speak- 
ers’ table. 

The guests included, besides Commis- 
sioners McCaffrey and Bradley, Theo- 
dore E, Nickles, First Vice President of 
the Philadelphia Real Estate Board; 
Delancey M. Ellis, President of the New 
York State Association of Real Estate 
Boards; D. Bradlee Rich of the Boston 
Real Estate Exchange, and Commission- 
er Frank Stevens of the New Jersey 
Real Estate Commission. 

Commissioner Bradley said in part: 
*“*You know, New York nowadays is re- 
garded as the greatest city in the world, 
and I can say that with perfect safety 
when 1 am in New York, therefore 1 
am not a bit flattering in my remarks 
if I say that I must therefore be ad- 
dressing the greatest realtors in the 
world, because if you come from the 
greatest city in the world I think it nec- 
essarily follows, if you are abreast of 
the times in your city, that you must be 
the greatest realtors in the world. 
I ask is that you do not tell my fellow- 
realtors in Trenton that I said that. 


** You want to know something about/| 


the experience of the license law in New 
Jersey. We have been in existence as the 
Real Estate Commission in your nelgh- 
boring State for a little more than a 
year, and we have in that period of time 
learned some things that I trust will be 
of value to you, because, after all, the 
things worth while in life seem to come 
out of the period of experience we all 
enjoy; and in New Jersey, like your 
State of New York, we were confronted 
with the regulation of a business that 
never before in the history of America 
knew regulation. When you stop to 
think of the fact that our calling—that 
of realtorism, the calling of the real es- 
state brdker—is one of the oldest in 
America, and yet one of the very few 
that has never been regulated, it must 
make men wonder what was the matter 
with our predecessors in business. 
‘You know ever since George \ 
ington laid out his first subdivision in 
Virginia, and though there has been a 
lot of good work done by the National 
Association, by the New York Board 
and my Real Estate League of New 
Jersey and kindred organizations, noth- 
ing has ever been done of a regulatory 
nature that would apply to our business. 
It is true here and there that there have 
been municipal license laws passed, but 
enerally very little regulating was 
one. And when you stop and consider 
what confronts the newly appointed 
License Commission or Commissioners 
you can get some idea of the hugeness 
of the task. 

‘““New Jersey passed a license law 
which required any person, firm, associ- 


ation, co-partnership or corporation, if | 
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he, she or it desires to sell real estate | 


for another for compensation, valuable 
consideration or commission, to take out 
a license so to do as a broker, 


the exception of attorneys at law, offi- | 


cers of courts and {ndividuals or cor- 
sorations possessing powers of attorney. 
Surely it exempts, of course the prop- 
erty owner.

Already this 
year we have issued about 7,200 licenses.
